JFK Memories 


Although the controversial Kennedy 
Library is still looking for a place to set- 
tle down, part of the vintage collection 
of memorabilia has found a temporary 
home in the lobby of the JFK Federal 
Building in Government Center. A Re- 
membrance of President John F. Ken- 
nedy is a photographic history of the Ca- 
melot years, including pictures of the fa- 
mous family at work and play. 

On display in a neon-lit showcase are 
more than a dozen Kennedy photos be- 
ginning with a portrait of mother Rose 
as a dashing deb when she was presen- 
ted to the British Court. Her comments 
on the occasion are recorded below: “It 
was one of those British Royal ceremon- 
ies that has since disappeared, but at 
the time was glamourous beyond be- 
lief.”” One of the most striking photos is 
of a young Joseph P. flanked by his four 
sons: wearing identically unbuttoned 
jackets, Joseph Jr. and John are leaning 
against a tree behind their seated father 
while a cherubic Teddy smiles under his 
Buster Brown and a freckle-faced Bob- 
by, clad in an Eaton suit, shyly looks at 
the camera. And there are World War II 
photos of a grinning JFK, about which 


his mother recalled: ‘‘When somebody 
asked him how he happened to be a ‘war 
hero’, he replied, ‘It was involuntary — 
they sank my boat.’ ” 


The exhibit covers football games on 
the Hyannisport lawn, the 1946 election 
that sent JFK to Congress (“On pri- 
mary day he went to the polls with his 
Fitzgerald grandparents and then went 
to see a movie’’), the 1960 Kennedy-Ni- 
xon debates and the Life magazine stills 
of President Kennedy romping in the 
Oval Office with John-John and Caro- 
line. Accompanying the photographs is a 
selection of presidential mementos such 
as birthday and thank-you notes ex- 
changed with Herbert Hoover, Harry 
Truman, Dwight Eisenhower and LBJ. 


The free Federal Building exhibit con- 
tinues indefinitely and a new one, high- 
lighting JFK’s 1963 trip to Ireland, will 
open at Boston City Hall on April 9. Un- 
til a verdict is reached on the fate of the 
Kennedy Library, the historic collec- 
tion will continue to be housed in the Fe- 
deral Records Center in Waltham under 
the care of long-time Kennedy friend 
Dave Powers.

Home Delivery 


“I gave birth at home and it was a 
wonderful experience,” says Diana Alt- 
man. “I was in my own room, surround- 
ed by familiar things, and it was the way 
birth should be — a celebration.’’ Diana 
is a member of BIRTH DAY, a Boston- 
area organization that supports home 
delivery as an alternative to a hospital 
labor room. Last month BIRTH DAY in- 
itiated a course called The Birthing Ex- 
perience designed to prepare women 
physically and psychologically for the 
event. 

Taught by RN Christina Keilt, who’s 
worked as an obstetrical nurse for over 
two years and has helped with more 
than 50 home births, the course covers 
all aspects of pregnancy. The scheduled 
classes focus on anatomy and physiolo- 
gy, methods for preparing the body (re- 
laxation, flexibility and strengthening 
exercises), the mechanics of labor, nu- 
trition and massage, as well as dis- 
cussions of the politics of maternity care 
and birth as a spiritual experience. At 
each class a woman who has had her 
baby at home will describe what it 
was like. There will also be films, panel 
discussions with women who have had 
hospital births, and a session on the care 
of the newborn led by a pediatrician. 

“Home birth is not respectable yet,” 
explains Diana, “‘but we’re willing to put 


ourselves on the line. The whole philo- | 


sophy behind home birth is consistent 
with the women’s self-help movement.” 


Adds Christina, “We're teaching wo- 
men how to cope with their pregnancies 
so that they’ll be thoroughly prepared 
for child-birth, whether they choose to 
deliver at home or in a hospital.” 

The next eight-week session of The 
Birthing Experience begins on April 7. 
Classes will be held on Monday nights 
from 7:30 to 9:30 in the function room at 
Bread and Roses (134 Hampshire St., 
Cambridge) and the tuition fee is $32. 
The course is limited to 10 couples — 
men are encouraged to attend, particul- 
arly if they are going to serve as labor 
coaches. If you’re interested in regis- 
tering, call Christina Keilt at 522-3473. 


MacLaine’s Travels 


Dancer, singer, actor, author Shirley 
MacLaine was in town last week to talk 
about her new book and her new self- 
image. You Can Get There From Here is 
a candid, absorbing account of the past 
five years of MacLaine’s life — her dis- 
appointing experience with the abortive 
TV series Shirley’s World, her commit- 
ment to the 1972 McGovern campaign, 
and her soul-searching trip to China 
with the first American. women’s dele- 
gation. 

Shirley MacLaine is a star. But as 
soon as she begins to talk, you realize 
that you’re in the company of a warm, 
almost disarmingly honest woman who 
just happens to be famous. Looking so- 
phisticated, sounding sincere, she ex- 
presses her views simply and directly, 
zeroing in on the essentials. 

MacLaine writes and talks about the 
1973 visit to China as a turning point in 
her life: “After China, I realized that 
everything is possible. If human nature 
can change — and that is what the Chi- 
nese have accomplished with their re- 
volution — then anyone, anything can.” 
MacLaine and her 12 traveling com- 
panions saw their world turned upside- 
down in China. Confronted with a soci- 
ety that had survived a revolution com- 
pletely reversing political, economic and 
social conditions, the American women 
were awed by the apparent calm that 
pervaded Chinese society. And they 
were overwhelmed by women’s role. in 
that society: “We saw women func- 
tioning as equals to men in a classless 


society. And we began to really question 
our own value systems — and found 
them sorely lacking. 5 

“The Chinese women could not un- 
derstand our version of child-rearing, 
sex roles, female liberation. Western wo- 
men’s plumage was a curiosity to the 
Chinese. Their cultural colors are mo- 
nochromatic — the differences between 
men and women are de-emphasized. 
They wear unisex clothes. The women 
don’t wear makeup, jewelry or any of the 
‘feminine’ trappings that Western wo- 
men spend so much time, energy and 
money on. They are people. In America, 
women express themselves, define 
themselves, through men. In China wo- 
men simply express themselves.” 

China was a catalyst for Shirley Mac- 


- Laine; her experiences in the People’s 


Republic clarified her perception of 
America’s problems. “We could never 
have a revolution in this country — de- 
mocracy blunts that form of change. But 
evolution is possible. What’s wrong with 
this country is not democracy, but capi- 
talism. There is no reason for a handful 
of people to own most of our wealth, to 
control our resources. What we need is 
democratic socialism, national owner- 
ship of oil, health facilities, education, 
transportation — everything.” 
MacLaine’s feminist politics follow 
the same lines. “If women pulled toge- 
ther with men, we could all work toge- 
ther to change society. What’s hap- 
pening now is that women are fighting to 
get 50 percent of a pie that’s making 


everyone sick. What we need is a new 
pie. The whole idea of women’s libe- 
ration is not sex, but social change. Mil- 
itant feminists are using self-defeating 
tactics. If we were really liberated, we’d 
all be in one big bed together. If we were 
really honest, we'd call it what it is — 
human liberation.” 


A veteran of more than 25 Hollywood 
films, Shirley MacLaine has made her 
share of “unliberated” films. Now she’s 
looking at the industry with a critical 
eye and feels that though some at- 
tempts are being made, Hollywood’s 
attitude téWward women hasn’t really 
changed. ‘‘Movies like Alice Doesn’t 
Live Here Anymore and Woman Under 
the Influence are powerful statements, 
but we’ve seen so many films about wo- 
men’s desperate situation, about insa- 
nity, failure. I wish women would stop 
complaining and start acting. I'd like to 
see something positive — a film about a 
woman who sets out to do something 
and succeeds. That’s why I’m doing 
Amelia?’ MacLaine is producing and 
starring in a film based on Amelia Ear- 
hart’s life (to be released next year) be- 
cause she considers Earhart ‘‘a most ex- 
traordinary American woman.” 

Leaning forward as she speaks to 
emphasize her seriousness, Shirley Mac- 
Laine exudes determination. You Can 
Get There From Here is her second book 
and she’s at work on a third — a novel in 
which she plans to work out her feelings 
about materialism. “I’m trying to get 


_away from things. Possessions are still 


important to me, but I’m looking for- 
ward to a time when they won’t be.’ 
Coming from an elegantly attired wo- 
man sitting in her suite at the Ritz, 
these words of humility seemed a con- 
tradiction. But her sincerity was un- 
questionable. “‘You find out what you’re 
made of from loss, not success. It’s ter- 
ribly important for people to recognize 
and believe in their own worth. I’ve re- 
alized that all I have is myself and my 
talent.” 
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Ex-CIA Agent 
Takes a Slap 
At the What?

William F. Buckley Jr., the only em- 
pathetic biographer of the late Senator 
Joseph McCarthy, has complained in 
his Globe column of March 14 that he is 
the object of reckless political harass- 
ment because newspaper editors have 
considered appending to the end of 
every essay he writes in defense of the 
CIA the information that he was once a 
CIA operative, the assistant to E. 
Howard Hunt. Buckley asserts that this 
is no more worthy of notice than his 
Catholicism or his love of family, coun- 
try, J.S. Bach and peanut butter. After 
due consideration, the Globe editors 
have decided that they agree with him. 

Buckley implies that having been a 
CIA operative is roughly equivalent to 
attending Mass. Why does he make the 
unflattering comparison to the Church? 
Does he know a secret about the Pope? 
This may be the first time the Catholic 
Church has been used as a red herring. 
After all, the Holy See is not really like 
the CIA, which regularly engages in 
assassination, bribes officials, 
student leaders, intellectuals and trade 
unionists, and overthrows popular 
governments. William Colby, the 
current CIA chief, secured his post after 
heading Operation Phoenix, a program 
that systematically “terminated” at 
least 20,000 Vietnamese. 

If the acerbic conservative feels he has 
leveled with readers merely by disclos- 
ing the dates of his CIA involvement, he 
has a curious and limited idea of candor. 
Isn’t it striking that he has avoided tell- 
ing anything about what he did to earn 
his pay? He must have done more than 
eat peanut butter sandwiches and listen 
to J.S. Bach while his boss wrote pot- 
boiling thrillers. Buckley also deftly 
sidesteps the question of his possible 
continuing relationship with CIA 
operatives. Why the fancy footwork? 

His CIA connection, which was expos- 
ed only two years ago by Jack Anderson, 
is not, as Buckley says, ‘‘as well known 
as that Coca Cola is the pause that 
refreshes.”” He claims to champion the 
rights of the individual against creeping 
governmental power, but his willing par- 
ticipation in the CIA and his persistent 
justification of its clandestine acts un- 
mask the man as a libertarian poseur 
and his philosophy as self-interest. 
Recently, he has endorsed the Agency’s 
spying on Americans and its 
skulduggery in Chile. Buckley’s self- 
as an opponent of 

ureaucratic intrusions into private life 
is cheap hypocrisy and stunning oppor- 
tunism. 

In his tirade, which the Globe editors 
apparently found to their liking, he 
characterizes the Boston Phoenix as 
“that area’s left-complement to the 
John Birch Society magazine.” This is 
the Buckley — the McCarthyite, not the 
bruised victim — with which we are so 
familiar. His aggravation over being 
reminded that he was a member of an 
organization devoted to political murder 
is touching.

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Mayoralty Race: The Year of the Bus

This may be the Year of the Hare in Chi- 
natown. But in the rest of Boston, this is the 
Year of the Bus. 

It is election year in the Athens of Amer- 
ica .. . and from every street corner, in eve- 
ry newspaper, on every newscast, from now 
until 8 p.m. on the first Tuesday after the 
first Monday of next November, citizens will 
be declaimed at on the matter of busing by 
no less than four score candidates for Mayor, 
City Council and/or School Committee. Not 
one of whom, if elected (and no matter what 
we do, 15 of them will be elected) will be 
able to do a damned thing about it. 

Nor can anybody else. Like it or not, we 
are under a Federal Court order to desegre- 
gate, and now. Judge Garrity is not going to 
change his mind. And if he did, he’d have it 
changed right back by the Court of Appeals. 
Congress is not going to pass an anti-busing 
amendment to the Constitution (a mere sta- 
tute won’t do it, since Garrity’s order is bas- 
ed on current Supreme Court interpre- 
tation of the 14th Amendment). And if Con- 

ss were to do so — by two-thirds of both 

ouses — 38 state legislatures would still 
have to ratify the amendment. And that is 
most certainly not going to happen between 
now and next November, nor, for that mat- 
ter, before the November after that. 

In short, busing is with us. And all the po- 
litical rhetoric we shall be called upon to en- 
dure between now and election day will be 
off the point. 

Which will not prevent Thomas Eisen- 
stadt, Kevin White, Raymond Flynn, Jo- 
seph Timilty, Louise Day Hicks, Christo- 
pher Iannella, Albert O’Neill, John Kerri- 
gan and about six dozen others from telling 
us at length and in detail what a bad idea 
busing is and, somewhat less specifically, 
what they will do about it if only we elect 
them. 

Busing is a problem for only one of the 


above — the incumbent Mayor Kevin 
White. For all the rest it is an opportunity to 
view with alarm. For the incumbent it is a 
burden to be borne, much as Herbert Hoo- 
ver had to bear the Depression on his back 
during his re-election campaign in 1932. 
Since the Depression began with the stock 
market crash of 1929, which occurred six 
months after Hoover took office and coinci- 
ded with a worldwide economic debacle, it 
hardly seems fair to blame it all on poor Mr. 
doover. But blame him we did. And since 
the busing order came on a finding that the 
Boston School Committee had been delibe- 
rately segregating our schools for years be- 
fore Kevin White was Mayor, there is sim- 
ply no rational way to blame busing on 
White. But he is blamed, to an extent at 
least. In fact, according to his own polls, it is 
only busing which puts him in any jeopardy 
at all next autumn. 

For the non-incumbents, busing provides 
nothing less than a license to engage in 
demagoguery. Hear now, for instance, of the 
Secret Plan of Thomas Eisenstadt. When he 
announced for Mayor last month, he railed 
against busing and about how poorly we had 
been served by the Mayor — who had been 
all over the issue (as, indeed, His Honor 
has. Last fall, for instance, he called a news 
conference to blast the President for critici- 
zing the Garrity order, and in the next 
breath criticized the Garrity order himself.) 
When the Sheriff was asked what he would 
do, or would have done, he was uncharac- 
teristically at a loss for words. Finally he 
said he had a plan, but hadn’t come for- 
ward with it because he had no standing in 
Judge Garrity’s court. When he was in- 
formed that Garrity had practically adver- 
tised for alternative plans, Ejsenstadt said 
his wasn’t quite perfected yet. When he was 
reminded that he must be somewhat famil- 
iar with the problem, since he had been

The Big Yawn: 
Cliches Key to 
Pols’ Prattle

The cliches are coming quickly, thick- 
ly now from State House press and per- 
sonae, and a short glossary of some in 
ascendancy may save you reading/lis- 
tening time, and less likely, may begin 
the process of killing them off so new 
ones can be coined. 

“The First Hundred Days” is a jour- 
nalistic convention that serves two func- 
tions: it is a great space/time filler and it 
is a cliche that permits the use of a 
dozen other cliches, the first of which is: 


“The honeymoon’s over,” the new 
Governor does not jog on water, and 
following two months of government by 
boredom, he has finally had to: 

“Bite the bullet,” which is like mak- 
ing a decision but tends to be noisier, 
though it actually produces fewer 
chipped teeth than you'd think because 
it is usually little more than doing the 
obvious and inevitable, like: 

“Cutting to the bone” a budget, a 
work-force, whatever, to: 

‘“‘Re-order our priorities,” a process 
often masking the simpler task of merely 
om to figure out what to do next, 
which is accomplished by: 


“Defining the options,” meaning 
figuring out whether there is more than 
a north and a south to a given matter, 
thus 

“Getting a handle on the sprawling 
bureaucracy” in order to: — - 

‘Put our fiscal house in order,” which 
gets us back to ‘“‘cuting to the bone” and 
“biting the bullet,” meaning ‘the 
honeymoon’s over” as evidenced by the 
outery over a: 

‘‘Meat-cleaver approach” to whatever 
sacred cow (which is something like a 
gored ox, but chubbier) has been headed 
for the last roundup, which: 


“Betrays total insensitivity” to the: 

“‘People-problems” that will result 
from what is probably a: 

“Technical violation of the law,’’ (is 
there another kind?) which will be 
either: 

“Appealed to the highest courts” or 
“fought in the Legislature,’”’ whichever, 
presumably, is handiest, which prompts 
the eventual and wearily inevitable 
rebuttal that: 

“The over-burdened tax-payer” can 
no longer afford: 

“Champagne tastes on a beer budget”’ 
and that, in the end, the choices came 
down to: 

“Tightening our belts’ or “spending 
going out of sight.” 

Surely the State House has no ex- 
clusive on the cultivation of cliches 
(when’s the last time you heard of a 
chase that wasn’t “high-speed” and/or 
“bullet-punctuated,” of an investigation 
that wasn’t “full-scale,” a probe that 
wasn’t “in-depth,” a feud that wasn’t 
“running,” a search that was neither 
“all-out” or “nationwide’’?), but just as 
surely it is our most vigorous merchan- 
diser. 

Brace, then, to be underwhelmed.

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the Service: 
The Political Price Public

The ten-million-dollar federal public- 
service job program designed to give work 
to unemployed Boston residents has been 
used by Mayor Kevin White’s adminis- 
tration as a system of political rewards, 
linked in part to the Mayor’s strategy for 
reelection. A Phoenix investigation based 
on confidential City Hall records and me- 
mos has found that many of the newly- 
created government jobs meant to aid 
families hardest hit by the recession have 
gone instead to political allies and cam- 
paign contributors of Kevin White — in- 
cluding the son of a Dorchester State Sen- 
ator — as well as to relatives of city ad- 
ministrators loyal to the Mayor. An ad- 
ministration whose Mayor is fond of citing 
his scandal-free record has apparently 
violated numerous, serious Federal regu- 
lations that govern the program known as 
CETA, the Comprehensive Employment 
and Training Act, whose job funds began 
reaching Boston in July of last year. The 
program, under which some 1500 people 
are being added to City Hall depart- 
ments (1300 have already been hired), is 
by law under the supervision of Mayor 
White and has been administered by 
some of his closest advisers, led by Depu- 
ty Mayor Robert Kiley. More than 8300 
people have applied for the jobs. 

Documented abuses found by the 
Phoenix in the CETA program include 
nepotism, use of false addresses by non- 
Boston residents, and the hiring of per- 
sons already employed elsewhere. The 
probe also uncovered the hiking of 
Mayor’s staff salaries through the use of 
the new federal funds. In addition, the 
White Administration has apparently 
failed to meet federally required hiring 
quotas for high unemployment neighbor- 
hoods and for minorities. Political pa- 
tronage has been the deter- 
mining hiring factor for many new em- 
ployees, who rank low in terms of priori- 
ties set forth in federal hiring regulations 
designed to give work to those longest un- 
employed and with the most dependents. 
The program appears to have been oper- 
ated in such a way as to put as many po- 
litical allies as possible in City Hall jobs 
during an election year. There is evid- 
ence that applicants for CETA jobs have 
already been used in the ongoing White 
re-election campaign. 

These activities have not gone unno- 
ticed. The Phoenix has learned that the 
General Accounting Office (GAO), the 
watchdog unit of Congress, has begun a 
full-scale audit of the Boston CETA pro- 
gram that will look into many of the same 
areas as the Phoenix probe. Also, spokes- 
people for the federal Department of La- 
bor, which officially monitors CETA 
spending, said, after learning of the 
Phoenix investigation, that it would be- 
gin its own probe. Sandford Bailey, De- 
puty Associate Regional Manpower Ad- 
ministrator for Massachusetts, says, “If 
the facts as you [the Phoenix] have out- 
lined them hold up, employees will have 
to be taken off the payroll and their sala- 
ries returned.” 

In addition, the Boston Finance Com- 
mission (FinCom) has begun its own 
probe. When FinCom announced its in- 
vestigation last week, Deputy Mayor.Ro- 
bert Vey had this to say about it, as 
quoted in the Boston Globe: “I welcome 
this examination. We hired people as best 
we know how to do it. If mistakes were 
made, they were honest mistakes and 
were done with good intentions.” 


Structured Patronage 


Evidence points to the contrary. The. 


potential for political patronage in the 
CETA program may well be inherent in 
the structure of CETA. Passed during the 
Nixon Administration — though funded 
under President Ford — it represented a 
major philosophical shift for the federal 
government’s anti-poverty programs. Un- 
like programs that began with the New 
Deal, CETA is not administered by the fe- 
deral government but by local munici- 
palities. And in the case of Boston, the 
CETA administration is headed by the 
Mayor. The CETA local-control setup is 
based on the theory that local officials 
would better know their area’s job needs 
than the federal government.

Theory has differed remarkably from 
practice. Stories of corruption and mis- 
use have already surfaced in other Massa- 
chusetts municipalities. But no other ac- 
counts appear to rival the abuses found by 
the Phoenix in the Boston program, the 
state’s largest. 

A partial list, obtained from City Hall 
sources, includes 721 of some 1300 CETA 
employees already hired since mid-De- 
cember, when hiring finally began after 
long delay. The list reads like a who- 
knows-who of Boston ward politics, or the 
political ledger of an old-style big-city 
boss. The method of choosing Boston 
CETA employees — decided upon by the 
city — might have served as a warning of 
abuses td come. Attention to such possi- 
bilities were diverted, however, by a 
lottery held in City Hall for a small por- 
tion of the CETA jobs.. Despite publicity 
for the drawing, the lottery actually con- 
trolled only 400 so-called “‘unskilled”’ jobs 
— less than a third of those to be filled. 
Only .laborers’ positions — among the 
lowest paying — were classed as un- 
skilled. The remainder were filled only 
after applicants were cleared by the Ma- 
yore of Personnel, whose director, 


Alan Austin, is commonly called the pa- 
tronage chief. 

In administering the CETA grant, the 
Mayor has established two new agencies 
— CETA Personnel department and the 
Office of Program Management and E- 
valuation. In conjunction with the al- 
ready existing Commerce and Manpower 
Dept. and the Mayor’s Office of Person- 
nel, these agencies place CETA workers in 
a variety of city departments. 

This system has resulted in dozens of 
blatant abuses of the program. Perhaps 
the most clear-cut case — one involving 
nepotism, falsified address, and patron- 
age —.-is that of Edward Boutilier, hired 
(according to city records) as a Parks and 
Recreation motor equipment repairman. 
Although Boutilier listed his address as 57

Phoenix called the Millis home and asked 
for Ed, we were told: “‘He’s not home from 
school yet.” “School” may mean high 
school — city records reveal Ed to be only 
17 years old. Yet he is not too young to 
lack interest in politics: both he and his 
father contributed to Kevin White’s reel- 
ection campaign fund in December, do- 
nating $100 and $200 respectively. 

The crowning touch to the Boutilier 
case is the Mattapan address — it is the 
home of another Parks Department em- 
ployee, Martin Lennon, a Franklin Park 
worker. 

Labor Department spokesmen indica- 
ted that the young Boutilier has ap- 
parently been hired in violation of federal 
rules prohibiting a CETA employee from 
serving in an agency where a family mem- 
ber is an administrator. The regulations 
also prohibit students from being in the 
CETA program. This hiring example 
appears also to have broken a regulation 
against giving an address at which one 
does not really reside, and to have skirted 
the Boston residency requirement. 


The Hiring of Relatives 

Although the Boutilier case appears to 
encompass the widest range of violations, 
other hirings of relatives of city employ- 
ees overlap with parts of the Boutilier sa- 
ga, some adding drama — and all involv- 
ing jobs that could have been filled by the 
genuinely needy. 

@ Christopher Walsh: Walsh is the son 
of Dorchester’ State Senator Joseph 
Walsh. He was hired through CETA to 
work in the city Public Works Depart- 
ment at $143.15 a week. Sen. Walsh is 
himself a city employee, in-addition to his 
State House duties: he has long worked — 
legally — for the city Veterans’ Services 
Department. A comparison of state and 
city records show that each Walsh resides 
at 44 Valley Road, Dorchester. 


e@ Richard: Faylor:- Taylor, placed ‘in 


the Assessing Department at $167.20 a 
week, lives with his father, as phone calls 
verify, at 95 Eastwood Circuit, West Rox- 
bury. It is a nice, middle-class home in 
keeping with the $300-plus salary of his 
father George, who, city payroll records 
show, is an assistant director in the Parks 
and Recreation Department. The elder 
Taylor contributed $500 to the White 
campaign fund. 

e Edward J. Hyde III: Hyde earns 
$142 as a junior custodian and, address 
and telephone checks reveal, is the son of 
Edward Hyde of 39 South Street, Jama- 
ica Plain, the same address the younger 
Hyde used on his CETA application. The 
elder Hyde — they’re known as Big Ed 
and Little Ed — is the maintenance su- 
perintendent for the Boston Housing Au- 
thority’s Broadway project in South 
Boston. A Mary Hyde of the same Jamai- 
ca Plain address contributed $200 to the 
White campaign drive in December. 

e@ Stephen. Morse: Morse, hired at 
$137.65 a week to work for Parks and Re- 
creation, lists his address as the same (44 
Cedarwood, Jamaica Plain) as that of Da- 
vid Morse, an administrator in the Youth 
Activities Commission (YAC), a highly 
political office attached to the Mayor’s 
budget. City payroll records list David 
Morse as earning $396 a week — White 
campaign records revealed he contri- 
buted $300 to the Mayor in December. 

e@ Michael Hanley: Hanley, too, was 
hired for Parks and Recreation, and earns 
$143.15 a week. City payroll records and 
Boston address directories show that a 
Matthew Hanley Sr. of the same 308 
Amory St., Jamaica Plain address as 
Michael, donated $100 to the White re-el- 
ection fund and is employed in the city 
Office of Neighborhood Improvement. A 
Matthew Jr. — formerly of 308 Amory 
and now of 4 Marbury Terrace — and also 
employed in Neighborhood Improvement 
— donated $200. 

e Kevin Killarney: Killarney, hired 
by the Youth Activities Commission at 
$175 a week, shares the same South Bos- 
ton address — 146'» M Street — as Ber- 
nard Killarney. Bernard, according to 
Southie neighbors, is Kevin’s brother and, 
as phone checks confirm, is himself em- 
ployed at the YAC Hemenway Street 
headquarters. City Hall sources say Ber- 
nard is a White precinct worker, and con- 
tribution records reveal he gave the 
Mayor $100.

Most of the above employees were trac- 
ed through correct addresses they 
supplied the city in their CETA applica- 
tions. 

A questionable address was given by 
Peter Alabio earning $143.15 a week in the 
Real Property Department. Alabio’s list- 
ed address is 591 Morton Street, Dor- 
chester. That is the address of the Boston 
State Hospital, an institution for the 
treatment of mental illness. A Phoenix 
check with the Boston State personnel de- 
partment revealed he is neither an em- 
ployee nor patient there. 


The Use of False Addresses 

The false addresses could conceivably 
have a double impact should persons use 
them as voting residences in the coming 
September and November elections. 


Questions are also raised about what 
kind of checking system the extensive 
CETA administrative staff — which re- 
ceives about one million of the $10 million 
in CETA funds — has used on new em- 
ployees. 

Consider Paul DiNatale, a new CETA 
employee drawing $149.43 a week. DiNa- 
tale, CETA records show, lists his ad- 
dress as 556 East Broadway, South 
Boston — the office of a prominent South 
Boston physician: his father, Peter. A call 
to Dr. DiNatale’s office posed the ques- 
tion: “Is Paul there?’’ The doctor’s recep- 
-tionist replied that he was probably work- 
ing at City Hall. Another phone call re- 
vealed that Paul resides with his father at 
28 Cheryl Drive in Milton — that is, when 
the family is not at its vacation home near 
Marshfield. Perhaps the CETA staff's 
lack of zeal in checking up on DiNatale 
results from his being, in fact, a member 
of that staff. 


Increasing Salaries 

The Phoenix has also obtained copies of 
memos from the Mayor to City Auditor 
Walter W. Merrill revealing that White 
has transfered people who had already 
been on the city payroll prior to CETA 
funding over to the CETA staff — giving 
them substantial salary increases in the 
process. Such transfers have occurred at 
least eight times. Some of the more note- 
worthy are: 

e@ Robert Hanson: One of the highest- 


ranking CETA administrators, Hanson, 
according to city payroll records, earned, 
until February 5, an annual salary of $18,- 
900 for his job in the Mayor’s Office of 
Public Service (OPS), the umbrella agen- 
cy for the Little City Hall program. After 
that date, Hanson was transfered to the 
federal payroll and now earns $25,000 a 
year. In December, he contributed $100 to 
the White re-election drive. 

e Larry Langford: Langford, a Welles- 
ley resident earning about $14,000 on the 
OPS payroll until February 19, was also 
transfered to CETA administration. He 
now earns $19,000 a year. 

@ William Holland: Holland, former 
West Roxbury Little City Hall manager, 
had an annual salary of $14,300 until Fe- 
bruary 19 when he was transfered to the 
newly created CETA payroll. His annual 
pay now is $18,000. — 

e Kenneth Jong: Jong is the CETA 
personnel director — he is the first to pro- 
cess applications received at City Hall. It 
is unclear how much he currently earns 
but he, too, recently won promotion from 
OPS. Jong contributed $300 to the re-el- 
ection drive — a Palm Jong who is listed 
at the same Chinatown address contri- 
buted another $100. 

It is nearly impossible to believe, from 
reviewing the partial CETA hiring list, 
that politics was not a continuing and 
guiding hiring influence. Names of politi- 
cally active families dot the list, which is 
also marked by new employees who re- 
cently contributed from $10 to $100 to the 
Mayor’s re-election fund. Apparently, 
care was taken in choosing which families 
were honored: City Hall sources say that 
the Little City Halls — from whose offices 
most of the CETA staff were promoted — 
were used to recruit key neighborhood po- 
litical family members. The recruiting or- 
ganization, sources say, worked through 
middle-level administrators and ward-le- 
vel White workers as well. 


A Political Cross-Section 

Whoever was guiding the hiring was ap- 
parently careful not only in checking for 
political loyalty but also in making sure 
the CETA employees included a good 
cross-section of Boston political families 
and districts. 

@ Christopher Puopolo: Earning 
$143.15 a week in Public Works; Puopolo

is the son of Daniel Puopolo, an unsuc- 
cessful candidate last fall for state re- 
presentative from the North End. His en- 
try created a three-way race widely credi- 
ted with insuring the re-election of White 
Loyalist Rep. Roland Orlandi, who faced 
stiff opposition from former Rep. Joseph 
Langone. 

@ Gerard Gill: Earning $143.15 from 
the Parks Dept., Gill is a well-known Dor- 
chester pol who has twice failed in state 
representative candidacies as well as in a 
City Council bid. The Boston Globe Spot- 
light Team named him last summer as 
one of several School Department em- 
ployees whose paychecks were endorsed 
and cashed by School Committeeman 
Paul Ellison. 

e@ Brian Coughlin: Coughlin, hired at 
$175.15 a week in the Youth Activities 
Commission, lives at his parents’ home at 
114 Marine Road in Southie. The family, 
say Southie sources, is considered impor- 
tant by White Southie strategists. The 
mother, Peggy Coughlin, gained promi- 
nence late last year at the height of the 
busing crisis for urging that Southie High 
be kept open — a calming position that 
won her headlines throughout the city. 

@ Elizabeth Wales: Earning $153 -a 
week in the Office of Public Service, 
Wales is the wife of Thomas C. Wales III, 
an aide to State Senator Chester G. At- 
kins. She and her husband live in a re- 
cently renovated South End apartment. 
Not only does her husband have a steady 
job, but she would seem to have better 
prospects than most of the unemployed. 
She attended Milton Academy, Smith 
College, and graduated from Wellesley. 

Mrs. Wales has at least one qualific- 


. ation — she did not have a job before be- 


ing hired — that would rate her as better- 
qualified than two others hired through 
CETA funds. 

e@ Margaret Fisher: Earning $191 a 
week from the Housing Inspection De- 
partment, Margaret Fisher continues to 
operate a real estate business at 429 
Massachusetts Avenue. Hired as a hous- 
ing rehabilitation specialist, she is 
currently receiving checks, payroll re- 
cords show, that-would seem to consti- 
tute a prima facie case of conflict of in- 
terest. A call to the 429 Mass. Ave. office 
confirmed this. Asked “‘Is this Margaret 
Fisher the real estate agent?” she re-

plied, ‘‘Yes.” She also answered affirma- 
tively when asked, “Is this the same Mar- 
garet Fisher who works in the city Hous- 
ing Inspection Department?” 

e Joseph MacDonald: He was hired 
by the Youth Activities Commission at 
$175.15 a week, and his home address — 
146 Dorchester Street, South Boston — is 
the same as that of Boston Police Deputy 
Superintendent James MacDonald, a. 
$100 donor to the White campaign. The 
MacDonald residence is above the John 
F. O’Brien and Sons Funeral Home, a 
business operated by a prominent Southie 
political family. Neighbors say that 
Joseph works at the funeral home. A call 
there and a request to speak to Joe Mac- 
Donald confirmed, at the least, that 
someone by that name was employed 
there. 


Polling for the Mayor 

A donation of funds is not the only con- 
tribution a CETA worker can make to the 
White campaign. Another of the criteria 
for qualifying can be working for the 
already-begun White re-election drive 
and pledging political fealty to the 
Mayor. A representative story involves 
‘“‘Rob,”” an unemployed Dorchester resi- 
dent; it begins in the basement of City 
Hall, where he filed a CETA application. 

“IT was kind of depressed about it,” he 
says. ‘There were a lot of people and not 
many jobs. Then when I’m walking out, I 
meet a friend of mine who works at City 
Hall. He says, ‘So you want a CETA job?’ 
He introduces me to [a man Rob identi- 
fies only as] Al. Al gave me his home 
phone number and told me to call him. I 
called him later in the week. He told me 
to meet him over at his house on Melville 
Avenue, Dorchester. There was me and a 
black guy there .... We were handed a 
stack of questionnaires and assigned a 
street to do.” 

This ‘‘questionnaire” is a two-page, se- 
ven-question document called the Kevin 
H. White Neighborhood Survey. Rob was 
told to go door to door and identify him- 
self as a representative of the ‘“‘Mayor’s 
neighborhood improvement program.” 
The survey forms, says Rob, already had 
names and addresses — apparently drawn 
from voting lists — and he would ask for 
phone numbers. The survey, a copy of

But now we've won one. Channel 7’s 
week-end weatherman, Stuart Soroka, 
pulled an upset victory in the Phoenix 


poll as “Best Weatherman.” And now, 
Channel 7 has taken Stuart off the week- 
end duty and named him the station’s 
full-time Monday through Friday 


weatherman. 

‘“Frankly,”’ said WNAC-TV News 
Director Mel Bernstein, ‘‘we’re doing 
poorly at 11 o’clock and we’re hoping 
Stuart’s appeal with the younger viewers 
will help, since the young (18 to 34) people 
are basically the ones who are watching at 

How much of an effect, then, did 
Soroka’s showing in the Phoenix poll have 
on the decision? ‘“‘None,”’ Bernstein said. 

Fred Ward, meanwhile, has been 
offered Soroka’s former week-end job but 
there’s no indication yet as to whether he 
will accept it. 

* * * 

And while we're talking to Bernstein, 
let’s explore his feelings about the less- 
than-spontaneous confrontation that oc- 
curred between Channel 7 reporter Jack 
Kelly and Channel 5 Public Relations 
Director Paul Rich in a corridor of the 
Colonnade Hotel. 

The occasion was a Martha Mitchell 
press reception called by Channel 5, 
which had a contract with her for an 
appearance on WCVB-TV’s “Good Mor- 
ning” show. All the city’s media were in- 
vited, including the competing TV 
stations, but in an attempt to protect its 
exclusivity rights, Channel 5 barred the 
other TV reporters from bringing in their 
lights and cameras. 

Channel 7 sent a camera crew anyway, 
hoping, Bernstein says, to grab a quick in- 
terview with Martha the Mouth before 
she entered the reception. Rich would 
have none of it, called for the hotel 
manager, and the whole teapot tempest 
made. visually exciting, if less than 
newsworthy, film for the late news. 

“They have a right to bring in anyone 
they want,” said Bernstein in answer to 
the exclusivity argument, “but the mo- 
ment they hold a news conference, they, 
lose the Tight to choose who they will * 
allow in.”’ Bernstein was unmoved by the 
observation that his reporter was invited, 
that only film cameras were barred. 
Cameras, he noted, “‘are the tools of our 
trade.” 

All this, -if you’re still paying attention, 
represents a continuing unresolved dilem- 
ma. The same charges were levelled after 
Channel 5 barred competing cameras 
from a James McCord press conference 
last year. In a mov » toward appeasement, 
therefore, the station allowed the com- 
petition to film its Jeb Stuart Magruder 
happening last January — but Rich com- 
plains that they then did not have the 
courtesy of giving on-air credit to Channel 
5 as a goodwill gesture, so, to hell with 
them, their cameras were then barred 
from the M. Mitchell extravaganza. 

It’s all a little silly but now, at any rate, 
Channel 5 is opting, again, for Plan No. 2 
— Rich says the policy will revert to 
allowing the other stations to film their 
next conference. Get ready for round four.

The 
BHA has not refunded the paper, claim- 
ing ‘financial incapacity.” Although it’s 
true that times are tough, it’s also true, as 
the notice states, that ‘some BHA board 
members have expressed their dissatisfac- 
tion with our reports and articles on our 
own deplorable living conditions and inef- 
ficient maintenance.” Tenants are asked 
to write letters of support for the paper’s 
continued funding to the Tenant Policy 
Council, 99 Bedford St., Bgston.

Win magazine, a periodical for non- 
violent action, lists regular contributors 
who are not on the staff as “‘unindicted co- 
conspirators.”

There is a strong move afoot to start up 
a new press club in Boston. A group of 
about a dozen journalists and PR types 
are on the verge of incorporating as ‘““The 
Press Club of Boston,” and have been 
negotiating with Allan Tremaine of the 
Copley Plaza Hotel to rent a suite of three 
rooms in the complex that was once 
Mama Leone’s Restaurant and is soon to 
reopen as Whimsey’s. The facilities would 
include a lounge, a dining room, and a 
function room that would be equipped for 
press conferences. The most hopeful thing 
about the venture is that, if successful, 
reporters would not be handling the 
business end of the club — that would be 
left to Tremaine. Thus, it-is hoped, the 
financial disaster that was the last Boston 
Préss Club might be avoided.

The New England Press Association, an 
organization made up of weekly and small 
daily newspapers, has given Asa 
Knowles, president of Northeastern 
University, its “Outstanding Service To 
Journalism” award. Why? Well, because 
he’s retiring this year, he founded NU’s 
journalism department, and he started a 
chapter of the journalism fraternity, 
Sigma Delta Chi, on campus. And also, 
maybe, because Northeastern Co-op 
students do a lot of work for the 
association’s member newspapers, and 
because the association’s headquarters 
are located on the Northeastern campus, 
and because George Spires, secretary- 
manager of the New England Press Assn., 
is also head of the Northeastern Jour- 
nalism Dept. and Knowles is his boss.

More Cheap Shots and Irrelevancies:

On a recent Channel 4 news 
broadcast, that auditorium in the 
Prudential complex appeared, superim- 
posed over a film report, as the “Heinz 
Auditorium” . Maria Karagianis, a 
former suburban reporter and now general 
assignment reporter at the Globe, has

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Mission Hill Case: Shotgun Charge Dismissed

The only open-court testimony 
that is ever likely to come out 
concerning January’s shooting 
incident in the Mission Hill 
housing project—in which James 
Bowden, a 25-year-old black 
City Hospital worker, was 
killed—occurred last Thursday 
in Roxbury District Court. The 
occasion, however, was more of a 
sideshow than a main event, and 
though a few extra details were 
revealed, they did little to 
answer the basic questions raised 
by the killing. 

Ernest Winbush, a frail, 32- 
year-old unemployed black man, 
was in court on charges that he 
had tried to murder a police of- 
ficer with a sawed-off shotgun 
that fateful evening. The 
allegations were rather bizarre in 
themselves, since there is no 
mention of any such attempted 
slaying in the official police 
report of the evening’s events. 
And as the testimony unfolded, 
it became clear that the evidence 
against Winbush was flimsy at 

st. No one in the courtroom 
was surprised when, at day’s 
end, Judge Philip Tracy ruled 
there was no probable cause to 
have the defendant bound over 


to the Grand Jury. Winbush was 
free. 

On Wednesday evening, 
January 29, this reporter, accom- 
panied by Phoenix Photo Editor 
Ken Kobre, was going through 
the Mission Hill project in the 
back seat of an unmarked Tac- 
tical Patrol. Force car when the 
two officers with whom we were 
riding, Dennis McKenna and 
Edward Holland, spotted a 
Buick parked on Smith Street 
that was suspected of having 
been used in a Cambridge food 
store holdup earlier that 
(Phoenix, Feb. 4). 

While we nervously sat and 
peered through the rain- 
splattered windshield, a 
Thunderbird pulled up across 
from the Buick, and a man got 
out. He crossed the street and 
entered the Buick. As the TPF 
car moved in, the Buick pulled 
out into the center of the street, 
then suddenly shifted into 
reverse and headed straight at 
us. 

The two undercover cops 
jumped out with their handguns 
drawn and the two journalists 
dove to the floor. There was a 
rapid series of gunshots, maybe 
eight in all, and when it was all 


over, James Bowden was dead, 
shot once in the neck and once in 
the chest. 

Bowden was later “positively” 
identified by two witnesses as a 
participant in the Cambridge 
robbery. Still, the circumstances 
surrounding his death—especial- 
ly the matter of the handgun he 
allegedly fired at the two officers 
that was later found under a 
parked car—raise nagging 
questions that are being pursued 
by an ongoing police Internal Af- 
fairs Dept. investigation. 

Just as mystifying is the fate 
of the Thunderbird that brought 
Bowden to the scene of his death. 
It seemingly vanished from sight 
after the shooting started. The 
cops who were supposed to be 
blocking the other end of Smith 
Street were prepared to stop it 
but never had the opportunity. 
Its disappearance was dismissed 
in one line of the police report: 
“During the shooting incident, 
the T-Bird, Mass Registration 
6S 0280, sped down Smith Street 
at a high rate of speed . . . turned 
left into the alley adjacent to the 
Tobin School, leaving the scene 
in the direction of Tremont 
Street.” 

Since Winbush, who lives in

the Mission Hill project, owns 
such a car, he was arrested after 
10 o'clock that same evening 
when he returned home, he says, 
from a Home and School Assn. 
meeting. He was charged with 
assault with a dangerous weapon 
(a shotgun) and assault with in- 
tent to murder Officer Holland. 

What those charges stemmed 
from was unclear until Holland 
took the stand last Thursday and 
offered some details that had 
never made their way into the 
report or the press accounts of 
the incident. “Iwent to the 
passenger side of the Buick,” he 
said, “banged on the window 
and shouted, ‘Boston Police Of- 
ficer. Get out of your vehicle.’ 


The operator of the Buick drove 
toward me, striking me on the 
left leg and spinning me 
around.” 

Then, Holland said, as he lay 
sprawled on the ground and daz- 
ed he looked up and saw a man 
standing by the passenger door 
of the Thunderbird and pointing 
“an elongated object” at him. “I 
alleged it to be a firearm,”’ said 
Holland in the funny, wooden 
style that cops use in court. 
(‘Why did you allege it to be a 
firearm?” he was asked under 
cross-examination. ‘It was 
shaped like a firearm,’’ he 
answered.) 

“T observed a flash and heard a 
crack,” he said. He had been 
fired upon. But he never got a 
chance to fire back, he testified, 
because he struggled to his feet 
only to be knocked down again 
as the Buick backed into him. 
That was the last he saw of the 
gunman. Or the ‘‘alleged”’ 
firearm. Or the T-Bird. 

Could he identify the defen- 
dant as his assailant? “I could 
not be certain it was Winbush,”’ 
Holland, said, ‘“‘but I did get a 
good look at the driver [of the 
Thunderbird]. I’d know 10 years

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The Plutonium Time Bomb Ticking Away

Plutonium. The very name 
suggests science fiction. 

The United States is now on 
the threshold of a dramatic 
changeover to what has been 
called ‘‘the plutonium economy” 
— an era when this controversial 
element will be used to fuel the 
ever-growing number of com- 
mercial nuclear reactors that 
generate electricity. Though the 
plutonium issue has taken the 
back seat to the debate swirling 
around nuclear power plant safe- 
ty, many view the move to a 
plutonium economy as the most 
critical and dangerous develop- 
ment in the commercial nuclear 
program since the launching of 
the “peaceful atom” in the 
1950s. Some fear Atoms for 
Peace may become Atoms for 
Terrorists. 

* * * 

Four and a half pounds. That 
is the amount of plutonium the 
experts refer to as the “trigger 
quantity.”” You can carry that 
much in a handbag or a lunch 
pail, and it’s enough to make an 
atom bomb. 


The worry of those trying to: 


slow or stop the plutonium 


economy is this: increasingly 
large quantities of plutonium in 
circulation mean an increasing 
danger that some might get into 
the wrong hands. In those wrong 
hands, it could be a terrorist 
weapon that would make Mis- 
sion Impossible look like a situa- 
tion comedy. 

The Nuclear Regulatory Com- 
mission, the successor to that 
part of the now-defunct Atomic 
Energy Commission that dealt 
with commercial nuclear power, 
wants to move ahead with com- 
mercial use of plutonium, but 
there is concern even in other 
federal agencies that important 
questions concerning safeguards 
remain unanswered. The NRC 
does not have a complete 
safeguard strategy and is, in 
fact, still conducting studies. At 
issue is whether this agency and 
the power industry should 
develop security procedures as 
they go along or whether they 
should hold off on plutonium 
development until it is clear that 
effective safeguards are even 
possible. 

Up to now, plutonium has 
been used primarily by the 
military for weapons and nuclear 


submarine reactors, and by 
federal researchers developing 
the controversial fast-breeder 
reactor. Plutonium has not been 
used by utility companies to 
generate power. But .now the 
nuclear power industry wants to 
make plutonium a commercial 
fuel. 

The 55 nuclear reactors now in 
existence, including the Pilgrim 
Station in Plymouth, are fueled 
by uranium. Like coal- and oil- 
powered plants, these reactors 
boil water, making steam to turn 
the turbines that generate elec- 
tricity. The heat in a nuclear 
plant comes not from the bur- 
ning of the fuel but from the fis- 
sion or splitting of the atoms, 
which makes the fuel rods ex- 
tremely hot. These rods are com- 
posed of two kinds of uranium. 
Most of the fuel rod is a stable, 
non-splitting variety of uranium 
which carries the atomic weight 
238. The part that causes the 
heat is the unstable uranium- 
235. The fission of the uranium- 
235 in the core of a nuclear reac- 
tor affects some of the stable 


‘U238, transforming it into plu- 


tonium. So commercial nuclear 
power plants fueled with 


uranium create plutonium in the 
normal course of their operation. 
The yield for a 100-megawatt 
reactor is about 550 pounds of 
plutonium a year. 

The utilities and the Nuclear 
Regulatory Commission now 
propose what they refer to as 
“plutonium recycling”: process- 
ing it and putting it back into 


the plant as fuel. This is possible - 


because plutonium-239 is similar 
in many ways to uranium-235. It 
too will split and create the heat 
necessary to generate electricity. 

Such recycling, the industry 
argues, will cut the cost of min- 
ing and processing raw uranium 
for power plant use. Carl Golds- 
tein of the Atomic Industrial 
Forum, a nuclear industry trade 
association headquartered in 
New York, says reusing the 
plutonium would “save 14 per- 
cent of the need for uranium raw 
material.”’ In recent years, the 
price of raw uranium has more 
than doubled. ‘‘We’re on our way 
to ever more expensive uran- 
ium,” Goldstein warns. 

Critics disagree, however, 
about the claimed savings. 


Marin Resnikoff, a physicist and © 


environmentalist associated 


with the Sierra Club, says, 
“Eventually, when uranium gets 
scarce, it makes sense to 
reprocess [plutonium], but not 
in the immediate future.”’ 
Resnikoff, who has done a study 
of the economics of plutonium 
recycling, says the industry 
figures don’t reflect the cost of 
added safeguards that handling 
plutonium would require. He 
contends that if these costs are 
figured in, it is not now profit- 
able to launch this program. 

If plutonium recycling does ar- 
rive, the amounts of plutonium 
handled and transported will 
jump dramatically. According to 
Atomic Energy Commission fi- 
gures, 600 kilograms (about 1320 
pounds) of plutonium were 
transported in 1974. If all goes 
according to plan, the AEC has 
projected 220,000 kilograms in 
circulation by the year 2000. 
This figure includes plutonium 
for both the light-water reactor 
design now in use and the fast- 
breeder reactor which is sup- 
posed to be in commercial use by 
then. In pounds, this totals 490,- 
600, a vast quantity. How hard 
would it be for four and one-half 
pounds, the amount needed to

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make a bomb, to get lost? 
* * * 

The story of plutonium lives 
up to the ominous sound of its 
name. It is a man-made element 
created in a laboratory at the 
University of California in 1940. 
Five years later, it was the heart 
of a bomb American nuclear 
scientists referred to as Fat Man, 
which along with its companion 
uranium bomb, Little Boy, laun- 
ched the Atomic Age. Little Boy 
was dropped on Hiroshima, Fat 
Man on Nagasaki. 

Plutonium’s other claims to 
infamy include its rank as one of 
the most toxic substances on 
earth if it somehow gets inside 
the human body. Ounce for 
ounce, it is 20,000 times as lethal 
as cobra venom, 1000 times more 
toxic than heroin or modern 
nerve gases. (Its value in dollars 
and cents is said to be equal to 
that of black-market heroin: 
$5000 a pound.) 

Plutonium is especially dan- 
gerous to human health in its 
powdery, yellowish oxide form, 
the form in which it is usually 
transported. If inhaled, tiny 
specks of plutonium dust are 
“likely to cause lung cancer” 
(emphasis added), according to 
Theodore Taylor and Mason 
Willrich, the authors of Nuclear 


Theft: Risks and Safeguards. 
(Taylor, a theoretical physicist 
who helped perfect the atom 
bomb, designed many of the 
successors to Little Boy and Fat 
Man.) A few thousandths of a 
gram amounting altogether to 
the size of a pin-head can cause 
death from fibrosis of the lungs 
within a few weeks or less. 

In the hands of terrorists, 
Mason and Willrich write, this 
plutonium powder itself can be 
extremely dangerous. “One hun- 
dred grams [three and a half 
ounces] of this material could be 
a deadly risk to everyone work- 
ing in a large factory or office 
building, if effectively dis- 
persed.” It is also possible to use 
the powder as the core of a 
bomb. 

As a solid metal, plutonium 
poses little health hazard, but a 
chunk the size of a grapefruit is 
enough for a bomb. Taylor and 
Willrich contend that making an 
atom bomb is much easier than 
many believe and could be done 
by a reasonably sophisticated 
amateur using information wide- 
ly available in technical 
publications. Much of the secret 
material from the World War II 
Manhattan Project has long 
been declassified. The equip- 
ment and material actually to 


build the bomb, they write, 
‘“‘could be purchased at a 
hardware store and from com- 
mercial suppliers of scientific 
equipment for student laborato- 
ries.” Many in the nuclear in- 
dustry dispute this claim. 

One person in the newly 
created Energy and Research 
Development Administration 
remarked, ‘““Ted Taylor is the 
worst offender. I don’t think he 
could make a bomb” [even 
though he designed many 
successful ones]. I seriously 
doubt he could do it. Most peo- 
ple can’t fix a curtain if it comes 
down.” This skeptic went on to 
ask how many of us could build 
an internal combustion engine 
from scratch. But there are those 
who claim that, given the 
plutonium, building a bomb 
might be easier. 

* * * 

“T could do it in a year. I know 
I could do it.” The voice on the 
telephone is that of an MIT un- 
dergraduate, unnamed and un- 
seen for fear of kidnappers. He is 
insisting that he could in fact 
build an atomic bomb he has 
already designed — if he were 
given the plutonium. 

This bomb was designed at the 
request of John Angier, a pro- 
ducer for WGBH-TV’s science 


series, NOVA. Angier wanted to 
test Taylor/Willrich’s claim. The 
student says his bomb would re- 
quire the theft of roughly 10 to 20 
pounds of plutonium oxide (the 
powdery stuff), which he would 
then convert into metal, using 
the required vacuum furnace, 
commercially available. 

When completed, his design 
would yield a grayish-brown 
sphere about two-and-a-half feet 
in diameter and covered with 
wires. If you sliced it in half, you 
would see three concentric 
circles. The center would be a 
ball of shiny gray metal about 
the size of a grapefruit; the next 
layer would be roughly three to 
six inches thick and made of iron 
(its purpose is to reflect neutrons 
back to the plutonium and in- 
crease the chain reaction). The 
final and outer layer might be as 
much as 15 inches thick. This 
grayish-brown substance, with a 
texture somewhere between wax 
and clay, is TNT. The wires all 
over the outside of this layer con- 
nect detonator caps buried 
within it to an automobile 
battery, which is supposed to set 
the whole thing off. If it works, 
the detonator caps will cause the 
TNT to explode, which would 
force the plutonium together, 
making it “supercritical” (the 


scientific term), and setting off 
the fission chain reaction — and 
the atomic explosion. 

According to its designer, this 
bomb would weigh between 500 
and 1000 pounds. It could fit in- 
side a crate for a large desk and 
be transported in a pickup truck. 

A weapons expert in the 
Swedish Ministry of Defense (no 
US experts would comment) who 
studied this design judged there 
was a “fair chance” the bomb 
would go off, though he said the 
explosion might be a relatively 
small in A-bomb terms. None- 
theless, it would be one hell of a 
blast. 

This design is the work of an 
undergraduate chemistry major 
with no background whatsoever 
in nuclear physics or engineer- 
ing. Because of TV production 
pressures, Angier gave him only 
five weeks to come up with his 
plans. Given more time, the 
creator is confident he could 
have worked up a different 
model that would have been not 
only easier to build but more 
powerful. 

As a part of NOVA project, he 
was also asked to outline a plan 
actually to build it, a task which 
sent him to the Yellow Pages in 
search of tools and equipment.

His conclusion: “everything is 
off the shelf and commercially 
available.’’ Ten thousand 
dollars, one year and a six-room 
apartment like his own, he says, 
are all a dedicated bomb-maker 
would need “to get by.” With 
$30,000, he thinks it would be a 
cinch. 

Angier, who holds the English 
equivalent to a master’s degree 
in physics, lounged with his feet 
on his desk next to a window 
overlooking the Charles River, 
and assessed how this particular 
student might compare to 
others. 

‘‘My feeling is he’s quite 
clever, but he’s certainly not a 
genius. He’s a good bright stu- 
dent at a good university. 
However, he’s not so fantastical- 
ly bright as to be anything like 
unique. I’m sure there are 
thousands like him around.” 
(Because of the-student’s fears 
and his insistence on anonymity, 
he was portrayed by an actor in 
the NOVA production.) 

For the student, who accepted 
the assignment out of both 
curiosity and the need for a job 
(he was paid a modest hourly 
research fee), the experience has 
completely changed his opinion 
of commercial nuclear power. “I 
was in favor of nuclear power. 
Now, I realize I and literally 
thousands and perhaps millions 
of other people are capable of us- 
ing the material [plutonium] for 
destructive purposes. 

“It was so much easier than I 
ever expected.’ He repeated this 
over and over on the phone. 

NOVA’s Plutonium 
Connection” also examined the 
difficulties of keeping track of 
large quantities of plutonium in 
the manufacturing process, and 
of. protecting it from theft dur- 
ing shipment. It suggested that 
the problems in both these areas 
are far from solved — if they’re 
not insoluble. 

Carl Goldstein, of the Atomic 
Industrial Forum, called the pro- 
gram “Highly sensationalized 
.... They made some easy as- 
sumptions. The accessibility of 
the material [plutonium] is ov- 
erdramatized. Goldstein went on 
to say that some of the safe- 
guards information is classified 
and couldn’t be discussed on a 
television program. “There are 
rules and regulations we can’t 
talk about.” 

The Nuclear Regulatory Com- 
mission has not commented, and 
apparently does not intend to 
comment, on the program. 

* * * 

Despite industry claims, there 
is widespread feeling that ex- 
isting safeguards are not ade- 
quate for the launching of the 
plutonium economy. When the 
AEC quietly tried to move 
plutonium into commercial use 
at a power plant in Big Rock 
Point, Michigan in 1972, it was 
stopped by a local group, the 
West Michigan Environmental 
Council, which took the AEC to 
court, preventing the loading of 
the plutonium fuel and its 
recycling. 

As a result of the lawsuit, the 
AEC has been forced to write an 
environmental impact statement 
for the entire plutonium recycl- 
ing program. A draft of this 
report, and especially those parts 
dealing with the safeguards 
question, has been criticized by 
environmentalists, other govern- 
ment agencies and members of 
Congress. 

Among other things, this draft 
suggests the AEC should go 
ahead with plutonium before it 
has completed important studies 


on safeguard systems. The Coun- ~ 


cil on Environmental Quality, 
the Environmental Protection 
Agency and the Department of 
the Interior all responded 
negatively to this proposal. 

If the NRC (the AEC’s suc- 
cessor) wishes, it can proceed 
with plutonium recycling de- 
spite these objections. The only 
way to stop it is to get the courts 
to enforce the National Envi- 
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ronmental Policy Act, which 
some feel the NRC is violating. 
The Natural Resources Defense 
Council is now preparing for 
such a court challenge should it 
become necessary. 

If the NRC doesn’t agree to 
delay using plutonium commer- 
cially and to make an official 
statement to this effect by 
March 31, Tony Roisman, who 
represents the Defense Council, 
will go to court. Roisman sees 
other serious problems with the 
drafted environmental impact 
statement. He says those agen- 
cies likely to know the most 
about terrorists and what might 
be expected from them — the 
FBI, CIA, the Justice Dept. and 
the Dept. of Defense — haven’t 
commented on the safeguards 
question. 

On Capitol Hill, a legislative 
effort is underway to stop 
plutonium. Rep. Les Aspin, a 
Wisconsin Democrat, has_in- 
troduced a bill that will prevent 
the NRC from licensing the com- 
mercial use of plutonium until 
the Congressional Office of 
Technical Assessment has ex- 
amined the matter. Aspin argues 
that a three- to-four-year delay 
will not only reduce the risk, it 
may also save money. If one now 
plans the safeguards and then 
builds the plutonium facilities, 
later expensive readjustments 
will be avoided. But the NRC 
would like to start construction 
immediately. 

Last week, this bill (HR 3618), 
which Aspin introduced in 
February, was reintroduced with 
29 additional co-sponsors. A 
Senate version carried the names 
of four, including Senators John 
Tunney and Clifford Case, both 
members of the Joint Committee 
on Atomic Energy, whose action 
can mean life or death for this 
bill.

Dr. Theodore Taylor, one of 
the men who have helped make 
plutonium a recognizable if not 
quite a household word, was feel- 
ing pessimistic about the 
prospect of truly adequate 
safeguards when the Phoenix in- 
terviewed him. ‘Technically, 
I’m more optimistic about the 
possibility for safeguards,” but 
since his book was finished, 
Taylor says the political picture 
has darkened. Even if the US 
solves its safeguard problems, 
Taylor worries about the large 
quantities of plutonium that will 
be floating around in other coun- 
tries. Now. there are at least 50 
nations “‘that plan to go nuclear, 
many with histories of unstable 
governments. I think it’s going to 
be difficult to get 50 countries to 
protect as they should. But I see 
no alternative but to do the best 
we can.” 

Despite his fears, Taylor does 
not support a moratorium on the 
development of nuclear power. 
In energy-poor countries like 
Japan, he says such a proposal 
would be politically impossible. 
Taylor sees the solution — if one 
exists — in a global energy 
policy. Given-the success of other 
international efforts like the 
United Nations, this idea 
probably won’t generate much 
hope, or much electricity.

“The orientation was very in- 
teresting,” he recalls. “Never 
once was it mentioned that this 
was a job being paid for by fede- 
ral money. We were kind of wel- 
comed to the City Hall family, 
you know. They showed a slide 
show about the Little City Halls 
and all the things Kevin White 
has done for the city. Then [De- 
puty Mayor] Ed Sullivan made a 
speech and said that he’d started 
off just like us and he worked his 
way up to be Deputy Mayor and 
we could do it, too. Then he said 
that if we did a good job, we 
might get on the permanent pay- 
roll at the end of the year.”’ (It- 
alics added.) 

Using CETA workers and ap- 
plicants for political activity, 
says the Labor Department, is a 
clear violation of the detailed 
CETA regulations. The politici- 
zation of CETA has, however, 
apparently been a part of the 
Mayor’s strategy since Boston 
first began receiving the federal 
funds last July. According to the 
Labor Department, none of those 
funds were spent until — for all 
intents and purposes — the be- 
ginning of January. And that 
happened only, say Labor 
spokespersons, because the fe- 
deral government, capping a 
history of correspondence with 
the city regarding the CETA de- 
lay, threatened to cut off the 
city’s CETA funds. According to 
Sandford Bailey of the Labor De- 
partment, the city’s hiring de- 
lay — at a time of skyrocketing 
unemployment — worked “‘to 
effectively keep at least 800 peo- 
ple unemployed during Christ- 
mas. That may sound maudlin, 
but those jobs could have meant 
a lot to people.” 

The delay apparently was ca- 
culated, however, to increase the 
number of persons that could be 
employed by CETA during the 
election year. That results from 
the fact that virtually all CETA 
funds now in the hands of the 
city must, by law, be spent by 
June 30 of this year or be for- 
feited. It’s a matter of simple ari- 
thmetic to discover that $10 
million spent in six months will 
go a lot farther — in terms of the 
number of persons necessary to 
use the money up in salaries — 
than the same amount spent 
over the course of a year. The La- 
bor Department estimates that 
this permits the Mayor to put - 
double the number of employ- 
ees on the city payroll. Presum- 
ably this could double the 
number of people who could feel 
indebted to him for their jobs.

from now and it was not Mr. 
Winbush.” 

This was the rather shaky 
basis of the charge. Both 
McKenna and Holland contend- 
ed there had been three black 
men in the Thunderbird. Since 
the driver was not Winbush, 
since Bowden was not Winbush, 
and since the car was registered 
to Winbush, the third man, 
whom Holland could not identify 
and McKenna never saw, must, 
by the process of elimination, 
have been Winbush. 

This roundabout theory is 
strengthened somewhat by the 


later testimony of Officer James 
O’Connor, who had arrested 
Winbush. He said Winbush had 
told him that yes, he was indeed 
driving down Smith Street at 
6:30 p.m. (the precise time of the 
shooting), but no, he didn’t 
remember anything unusual oc- 
curring. O’Connor also testified 
that he had found four .38 
caliber bullets on Winbush’s per- 
son. Winbush never testified, so 
this was left unexplained. 

Also unexplained were the 
contradictions between the 
testimony of all those at the 
scene and a series of statements 
(some minor) in the police 
report. Though every witness 
said the Thunderbird was green 
(like Winbush’s car), the report 
says it was black. Though all 
agree that it was raining, the 


report describes the weather con- 
dition as ‘“‘fair.”” And most 
significant of all, though Holland 
says a man fired a shotgun at 
him, this rather startling detail 
is not in the report. 

The report was written and 
signed by TPF Sergeant Edward 
McHale, who based it on an ex- 
tensive oral report from McKen- 
na and a “brief summary” from 
Holland, who was on his way to 
the hospital for treatment of the 
injuries he says he sustained 
when the Buick ran him down. It 
corresponds more closely to 
McKenna’s version of the events 
that to Holland’s. 

McKenna never saw the man 
with the shotgun. (His back, he 
said, was to the Thunderbird.) 
He didn’t even recall seeing the 
Thunderbird after the Buick 


started backing toward him. He 
said he heard a gunshot and saw 
a flash, but that it came from in- 
side the Buick, causing him to 
open fire on Bowden. “I believe,” 
McKenna testified, “that in a 
split second I saw a handgun in 
the hand of James Bowden. I 
believe that he fired at Officer 
Holland.” 

Holland was asked why 
McHale’s written report of the 
evening’s events contained no 
word of the alleged shotgun 
wielder. “I don’t know,”’ he said. 
“T can’t explain it. I put it out on 
the air and everybody knew 
about

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Soul Train Tops the ECAC, But Everyone Wins

SPRINGFIELD — It was 
somehow fitting that the un- 
likeliest New England college 
basketball season ever — five 
university division teams in 
post-season playoffs, plus two 
from the college divisions — 
should have finished up with an 
unlikely tournament last 
weekend in the unlikely setting 
of Springfield in March — high 
school championships in hockey 
and basketball, sneaking by the 
squadrons of state police cars on 
the Mass Pike, burning Bill 
Russell in effigy — but college 
basketball is not normally 
among them. Yet it was at 
Springfield’s Civic Center that 
the ECAC held its first-ever New 
England Regional Cham- 
pionship to determine which 


team would represent the area in 
the NCAA. And once you got by 
the picket lines, it turned out to 
be a pretty good tournament. 

By Saturday afternoon when it 
all ended, Boston College and its 
mercurial Soul Train had defea- 
ted Holy Cross and its Honky 
Cats, 69-55, and was on its way 
to Charlotte, N.C. to play Fur- 
man in the first round of the 
NCAA. Holy Cross, Providence 
and Connecticut, the three 
losers, were on their way to New 
York City to play in the NIT. So 
was UMass, which was victory 
enough to send its picketing fans 
home quietly, if not quite 
satisfied. 

The UMass picket line and 
obscene poster parade (protes- 
ting the omission of the 18-7 
Minutemen from the four-team 


field) were only one of the tour- 
nament’s weird added attrac- 
tions. One team, Holy Cross, had 
five white starters and no blacks 
on its squad, which in the 1970s 
is like having a White House 
staff filled with honest men. 
Another lost its starting center 
when he dropped an empty 
vodka bottle on his foot, certain- 
ly his costliest turnover of the 
year. His replacement complain- 
ed that if his team won, he’d 
miss the Spinners this weekend 
in Boston. And finally, because 


_the NIT coveted any team with a 


winning record, all three losers in 
New England turned out to be 
winners. Got all that? Of course 
not. But remember, this is New 
England college basketball we’re 
talking about. 

It should have surprised no 


one, then, that the team in the 
tournament most feared for its 
scoring power — BC — ended up 
winning because of ferocious 
defense. The Eagles had been 
the area’s mystery guest for their 
full 25-game regular season, but 
there were no further questions 
after last Saturday. They held 
both Connecticut and Holy 
Cross to under 60 points, played 
offense with splendid poise and 
sufficient efficiency, controlled 
the boards, and got good games 
out of their three most important 
players — Bob (Smooth) Car- 
rington, William Russell Collins 
and Melvin Weldon. 

“I wonder if people think we’re 
a dumb team anymore,” said 
coach Bob Zuffelato, referring to 
the most frequent criticism of his 
team. They are only dumb 


enough now to start thinking, 
perhaps, about the Eastern 
Regionals this week in 
Providence. 

“Damn, it’s like I figured all 
along,” said Collins, co-MVP of 
the tournament with Carrington. 
‘‘Now I got to miss the 
Spinners.” 

Collins is the heart of the Soul 
Train, a quick, tough, 69” 
center who’s been playing 
forward all season and still has 
been the Eagles’ most consistent 
player. He was back at center for 
the regionals after 6710” Paul 
Berwanger somehow got his foot 
in the way of the Smirnoff bottle, 
and William Russell played like 
his namesake. He scored 14 
points with nine rebounds and 
four steals against Connecticut 
in BC’s 68-58 opening win on

His team beat BC and UConn 
during the regular season; but 
they also lost to Holy Cross, were 
bombed by Providence, and 
dropped their other game with 
UConn. UConn had the split 
with UMass, lost to BC and lost 
to Holy Cross. UConn and 
UMass thus had similar regular- 
season records and similar 
records against the other con- 
tenders. Leamans felt that since 
his team had won the conference 
over UConn, it deserved the 
other spot. They didn’t get it, 
and the fans of the Minutemen 
staged their little revolution. 

Some thought Leamans’s big 
complaint should have been 
about Providence’s being among 
the four teams, since it had the 
most losses (nine). But in the 
words of Carrington, 
“Providence is Providence,” and 
though no one admits it, the 
young Friars were the most 
feared team in the tournament.

But then the gutty Crusaders 
outscored the Friars 20-2 over 
the next six minutes and for the 
first time in awhile, Providence 
wasn't going to be in the NCAA. 

With its second win over 
Providence this season, Holy 
Cross, the unlikeliest team of all 
in this unlikely season, was one 
game away from an NCAA berth 
that last fall seemed as possible 
as a smokestack shortage in 
Worcester. The Crusaders were 
8-18 last season and most often 
looked like Holy Name, 
Worcester’s best high school 
team, instead of Holy Cross. But 
George Blaney, who might be 
New England's best coach, did a 
marvelous job with his plucky 
young team, and going into the 
regionals they were 19-6 and 
seeded No. 1. 

All season long, HC figured 


out ways to beat people. Guards — 


“Joe Carballeira and Kevin 


McAuley, too short and too slow, 
never made a mistake, always 
controlled the pace of the game. 
Forwards Mike Vicens and-Chris 
Potter, a couple of talented 
freshmen, hit the open shot, 
crashed the boards like Bruce 
Lees incarnate, and played the’ 
full-court press as if it were in- 
vented for them.

Eisenstadt, by the way, is probably not to 
be taken seriously as a candidate anymore, 
if he ever was. His purchases of drapes on 
split bids to furnish the Charles Street Jail 
Master’s house in which he lives illegally, 
his stocking at county ig of the family 
freezer with racks of lamb from Sage’s (the 
law provides that the jail Master may feed 
himself from the provisions of the inmates, 
which is how our Sheriff justifies that one), 
the byzantine arrangement of real estate 
trusts through which his father-in-law — a 
retired audio-visual aids department head 
in the Methuen Public Schools — has come 
into ssion of a $188,000 estate (where 
the Sheriff weekends), have all been aired in 
public print and, in the case of the jailhouse 
activities, by the Boston Finance Commis- 
sion. And the issue will remain alive as Ei- 
senstadt is sued for the illegal expenditures 
by the City and eventually evicted from the 
Master’s House. He, by the way, blames all 
his troubles on a certain City Hall pol (in no 
way connected to Kevin White) whose sis- 
ter had a falling out with the Sheriff when 
she, at the time a jail matron, was serving as 
Eisenstadt’s young daughter’s babysitter at 
his home in Jamaica Plain. For security rea- 
sons, you understand. 

Next, and so far the only other candidate 
to announce, is Representative Ray Flynn of 
South Boston. Nobody has worked harder to 
make the busing issue his than Flynn. And 
nobody makes less sense of the issue. At his 
coming-out news conference last week, 
Flynn accused the Mayor of inflammatory 
rhetoric about busing and of not havi 
stood by the people in. their hour of mie | 
And what would Mr. Flynn do if he were 
Mayor? He talked at length about how the 
city couldn’t afford the costs of busing. 
Okay, okay, Mr. Flynn, but what would you 
do about it? Any fool can see, said he, that 


our schools are deteriorating by leaps and 
bounds 


Flynn is the least of the potential anti- 
busing candidates. The two strongest would 
be City Councillor Louise Day Hicks and 
Senator William Bulger. If either of them 
got into the race, Flynn’s support would 
drain off like a spring’ rain. 

But Louise is older and tireder than she 
was eight and four years ago. She seems con- 
stent, for once, to stay where she is — in a 
comfortable $20,000-a-year seat on the 
Council. She has not ruled out a race for 
Mayor, she keeps saying, but there’s a new 
serenity about her these days, almost a qual- 


ity of elder stateswomanship, that makes at 


least this reporter think she will choose not 
to run. 

Bill Bulger is a more complicated indivi- 
dual, almost inscrutable. He is an ex- 
tremely bright and very thoughtful man not 
given to risking hard-earned gains on lost 
causes. He has no stomach for raising big 
money, and especially not with a newl ag: 
gressive press corps looking over his - 
der at every check that comes in. He has a 
rung on the leadership ladder in the state 
Senate, and if he just bides his time will be 
its President just as surely as Prince Charles 
will be England’s King. He has a. mode- 
rately successful law practice which he could 
not pursue as Mayor. And he realizes that 
outside of his native Southie he is known — 
if at all — only as that witty little fellow who 
roasts his fellow pols on St. Patrick’s Day at 
Dorgan’s or, this year, at the South Boston 
Social Club. Put the Senator from Southie 
down as a doubtful starter. 

There are some other possibles. Council- 
lor Christopher Iannella has been making 
noises to the effect that he could be per- 
suaded, and has a rather complicated sce- 
nario in which he ends up taking Kevin in 
the final by undercutting him in the North 
End, one area where the Mayor has always 
done well. But Iannella knows it is extreme- 
ly unlikely he will make it past the prelim- 
inary if he does choose to run, and he too has 
a $20,000 Council seat at stake. 

And there’s just the chance of a black 
candidacy. Either State Representative Mel 
King or Doris Bunte could get into it, and 
both have been heard to say they just might. 
But both are aware of the miserable showing 
made by black candidates in the black 
wards — Tom Atkins for Mayor in 1971, Da- 
vid Nelson and then Hubie Jones for the 
McCormack-Hicks-Moakley seat in Con- 
gress. Most analysis has it that the black 
community just didn’t get excited enough to 
bother to come out and vote in contests they 
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didn’t have a chance to win. 

Sen. Joe Timilty is without question the 
leading challenger. Kevin White is very 
much the man to beat. And Timilty is the 
man who just might beat him. 

Joseph Francis Timilty is 36, married, 
with threg boys in the Boston public schools 
and two Suatheees at St. Gregory’s. He gra- 
duated from St. John’s Prep in Danvers, 
dropped out of Providence College, served a 
hitch in the Marines and then went right 
into the family businesses — which are, re- 
spectively, laundry and Boston politics (no 
pun intended). He is tall, Kennedy-hand- 


some, and generally regarded as a light-- 


weight. 

Looking back over the last few years, how- 
ever, it appears that the Senator from Mat- 
tapan is a good deal brighter than most ob- 
servers have thought. Or, anyway, cagier. 

He served two terms on City Council, 
leaving to run for Mayor in 1971. “It’s Time 
for Timilty” was his slogan, but it wasn’t. 
He finished third, behind Kevin and Louise 
and ahead of Atkins, Saltonstall and the So- 
cialist Workers’ candidate, Powers. His 
campaign consisted largely of flashing his 
40-odd teeth around town, considering 
which, he didn’t do badly. Just after the fol- 
lowing election (ever notice that every year’s 
an election year in Boston?), the Senator 
from Ward 18, Timilty’s neighborhood (and 
a very important ward, for reasons other 
than that it is the most populous), resigned 
to accept a sinecure in the newly created De- 
partment of Elder Affairs and to make way 
for the Dean of the House, Michael Paul 
Feeney, to move into the Senate. Timilty 
leapt into the fray and whipped Feeney by 
about three-to-two in the special election. 
He sought and got the chairmanship of the 
Committee on Urban Affairs, which gave 
him a platform from which to launch his 
next campaign for Mayor. 

He seems now, in retrospect, to have 
known that if 1975 was going to be the Time 
for Timilty, he’d need to deal with the fact 
that he was seen as something of an oppor- 
tunistic dilettante. 

The smart politician is the politician who 
works on his weaknesses. For Joseph Timil- 
ty to attempt to build up his image as a 
Boston Irishman would have been silly. He 
was and is a man of the neighborhoods, and 
unlike the man he hopes to replace in City 
Hall, he has no Ivy League pretenses. He 
pronounces Boston with an “ah,” not an 
“aw.” He does not live on Beacon Hill. His 
lapels are wide and occasionally even top- 
stitched. And he knows no other knot but 
Windsor. So, he may just have figured, what 


Joe Timilty needs is a little movement in 
the direction of cosmopolitan liberalism. 
And he took a couple of steps. First, a Sen- 
ate vote against reinstitution of capital pun- 
ishment — a stand that was anathema on 
the auld sod of Mattapan and heartily dis- 
approved by the Senator’s 78-year-old un- 
cle, a former Boston Police Commissioner 
under Mayor James Michael Curley. And 
second, horrible of horribles, not only a vote 
but leadership of the fight to establish that 
black Senate seat. 

Now, there are reported to be those, espe- 
cially in Southie, who regard Joe Timilty as 
a traitor to his heritage over those two items. 
Nor is Timilty seen in such quarters as quite 
as vigorous a foe of “forced busing” as he 
might be. As far as Timilty himself is con- 
cened, he’s playing the moderate. The cap- 
ital punishment bills he voted against were 
unconstitutional on their faces. It is high 
time Boston’s black population had a Sen- 
ator, and the attempt to deny them one was 
a blatant gerrymander. And as for busing, 
Timilty says he has children in the public 
schools (Kevin White’s kids are in private 
schools) and he wants as little disruption of 
their education as possible. He supports ef- 
forts to amend the Constitution to ban bus- 
ing — he will be going to Washington this 
week in pursuit of this unlikely grail — but 
says that Boston has no choice but to obey 
the lawful orders of the Federal Court. And 
where has all this moderation gotten him? 
Well, his pollster, Pat Cadell, is just now 

_ wrapping up a survey on Timilty, and pre- 
liminary results show him with a favorabil- 
ity rating of 78 percent, unfavorables come 
in at 11 percent. This in contrast to a 51-43 
percent favorability for the incumbent 
Mayor. 

Speaking of unfavorability ratings and 
the Mayor, it could easily develop that bus- 
ing is the lesser of his problems in that re- 
gard. On Thursday of last week, the Boston 
Finance Commission decided to undertake a 
staff-level investigation of White’s fund- 
raising activities. (Chairman Ralph Fine 
freely allows, by the way, that it was this 
newspaper's account of the Mayor’s gath- 
ering of the sheaves in December that 
prompted the investigation. And FinCom 
member Henry Wynne said the Phoenix 
had already made a prima facie case and 
public hearings ought to begin at once.) And 
we may assume that Senator Timilty, Re- 
presentative Flynn and all the rest who will 
not be able to raise more than a fraction of 
what White has already, will raise the issue 
from time to time during the campaign to 
come.

Average White Band

The Average White Band, on the 
verge of outrageous success (their most 
recent album and their instrumental 
single, ‘Pick Up The Pieces,’ having 
topped both the soul and the pop 
charts), have changed their name. 
Drummer Robbie McIntosh, whose crisp 
pulse allowed the band to play the most 
authentic R&B of any white band on re- 
cord, died last September after snorting 
a. toxic substance he thought was co- 
caine, and the group has replaced him 
with a black drummer, Steve Ferrone. 
So they will now perform under the acro- 
nym AWB. 

The name change and the addition of 
a black member didn’t lessen the magni- 
tude of AWB’s triumph at the Orphe- 
um last Tuesday night. They began with 
a tune the Isley Brothers first recorded, 
“Work To Do,’ and encored with an 
R&B staple, “‘Heard It Through The 
Grapevine,’ practically daring the au- 
dience, which was at least 25 percent 
black, to snicker at their honky auda- 
city. During their hour and a half on- 
stage, they performed only six songs, 
turning the last two, originals ‘““T.L.C.” 
and ‘‘Pick Up The Pieces,” into extend- 
ed improvisational and audience-re- 
sponse numbers. Yet throughout, with- 
out benefit of costumes, theatrics or 
Humble-Pie-style rock hysteria, they 
created in the audience a frenzy of adu- 
lation. 

AWB are a great R&B outfit for a 
number of reasons. Children of the Scot- 
tish working class (a people whose pride 
and land have been ravaged by the Eng- 
lish and who have remained colonials 
while we Americans established our 
independence), the members of AWB 
grew up with the music of the colonized 
of America — blacks. They heard in 
R&B a kindred anger and frustration 
channeled into a tough, insistent beat, 
and the kind of self-deprecating sense of 
humor that they too employed to ward 
off the bowdlerizing effects of cultural 
oppression. They were drawn to R&B 
not out of any intellectual appreciation 
of its musical elegance or out of a fasci- 
nation with its exoticism, but because it 
spoke to their fundamental needs. 
Across continents and accents, it spoke 
their language. 

This is, of course, why AWB play con- 
vincing R&B while white American 
groups cannot. Our white soul enthusi- 
asts (in addition to those merely influ- 
enced by soul, which includes almost 
everyone playing popular music today) 
often have the technique down pat: the 
vocals are gruff or Sly-syrupy; the bass 
and drums tight and clipped, primed to 
play the latest disco rhythm; the guitar 
striking percussive chords and laconic, 
funky fills. But the sound is never con- 

_vincingly R&B. The musicians playing 
may be working class, but they aren’t 
products of colonization. They don’t 
possess an identity disoriented by si- 
multaneous pulls to ethnic pride and to 
the values of the oppressor. They 
haven’t developed the put-on mentality 
that chases all emotions into the realm 
of tense humor. AWB have. 

The rhythm unit of the band cer- 
tainly has extraordinary strength. The 
late McIntosh was a superb drummer, 
able to establish a firm, irresistibly 
danceable beat with an exceedingly 
light touch. His successor hasn’t MclIn- 
tosh’s -singularity but he’s capable of 
working in fine tandem with bassist 
Alan Gorrie. I’ve always been of the 
opinion that a great dance band needs a 
good, drummer and a great bass gui- 
tarist. A bass player who can cover the 
instrument’s somewhat limited range, 
bouncing from high to low notes with- 


ton 


way 


out compromising the beat, retaining a 
stinging attack all the while, is the mu- 
sician most responsible for lifting re- 
luctant dancers from their chairs. Alan 
Gorrie is just such a bass guitarist, and 
when his figures are duplicated on elec- 
tric piano by keyboard-alto saxophonist 
Roger Ball, the results are as infectious 
as the rhythms of Kool And The Gang or 
early Sly. Lead guitarist Onnie MclIn- 
tyre might better be called first rhythm 
guitarist. Lead singer Hamish Stuart is 
often found strumming a guitar, but it’s 
MclIntyre’s perfect chord attacks and 
terse fills that flesh out the rhythm sec- 
tion. Altoist Ball and tenor saxophonist 
Malcolm (Molly) Duncan, the Dundee 
Horns, play fairly standard R&B horn 
accompaniment (with the exception 
during Tuesday’s concert of a brilliant 
delayed echo of the “T.L.C.” chant). 
Duncan isn’t much of a soloist, but 
Ball’s alto timbre is gorgeous and, given 
several chances to stretch out during the 


‘performance, he displayed a promising 


sense of improvisational structure, 
building intensity through a pattern of 
shifting intervals. Most important, all of 
AWB’s: musicians have the sort of pre- 
cise attack that makes the syncopated 
rhythms of R&B possible.

But it wasn’t simply AWB’s dance- 
ability that excited and held the audi- 
ence’s attention at the Orpheum. Dur- 
ing the five numbers that preceded the 
closing half-hour version of “Pick Up 
The Pieces;’ Hamish Stuart, whose 
closely-cropped blond hair made him 
look the whitest of the white, establish- 
ed himself as a genuinely important vo- 
calist. His tenor soared powerfully on 
“Work To Do” and “Got The Love,’ and 
he and Gorrie traded off beautifully on 
“Person To Person” (their exchanges 
and harmonies suggested Sam and 
Dave). But on “If I Ever Lose This Hea- 
ven” and “‘T.L.C.” he brought his vol- 
ume way down and spellbound the 
crowd with a lilting, intimate falsetto. 
Considering the intensity of the evening, 
the sheer surge of energy the rocking 
AWB had brought about in itself and its 
audience, Stuart’s command of atten- 
tion during these softer moments was 
startling. 

Both Stuart and Gorrie sound soulful 
without being imitative. Singers from 
the British Isles have generally been 
more successful than white Americans 
in singing believable blues and R&B 
(Stevie Winwood and Paul Rogers are 


perhaps the most outstanding ex-

amples). Gorrie and Stuart, though, 
seem to be the first white singers truly to 
excite blacks. One of.the concert’s most 


» teHing. moments. came when Gorrie 


stepped. off-mike during “T.L.C.” to 
commune with a passel of black teen- 
agers who were crowding the aisles chan- 
ting the disco catchword, ‘‘party.’ Gor- 
rie was obviously thrilled to have engen- 
dered such an intense response, but his 
‘admirers were showing more excite- 
ment than I’d seen in recent Kool And 
The Gang and Harold Melvin And The 
Bluenotes performances combined. (In- 
cidentally, the backup band for the 
Bluenotes kicked off their intro set with 
an embarrassingly stilted version of 
“Pick Up The Pieces.’) 

One of the reasons their second 
album, Average White Band (Atlantic) 
is better than the first, Show Your Hand 
(MCA) is the excellent showcasing Gor- 
rie’s and Stuart’s voices receive. Produ- 
cer Arif Mardin has done a wonderful 
job recording and mixing Gorrie’s bluesy 
strength and Stuart’s airy flights, so 
that they stand out but not apart from 
the instrumental bulwark (for glorious 
evidence of this, check out Stuart’s verse 
vocal on ‘“‘You Got It’). The material is 
also much improved. Show Your Hand 
offered ‘‘This World Has Music,’ 
“T.L.C.” and two moodier pieces, ‘“Twi- 
light Zone” and “Back In ’67;’ but only 
“This World’’ matches the quality and 
craftsmanship of the entire first side of 
Average White Band and “Just Wanna 
— You Tonight” from the second 
side. 

It was unfortunate, certainly, that 
AWB didn’t perform their full reper- 
toire at the Orpheum. By playing a set 
that relied chiefly upon their showman- 
ship and musicianship, though, they 
made an important point. They’re au- 
thentic, convincing and talented enough 
to win an audience the hard way. They 
sustained extended improvisations, not 
with drawn-out, flashy guitar solos but 
with delightful vocal invocations, short 
solo bursts and an unstoppable rhy- 
thmic momentum. Before the concert 
there had been a serious shoving match 
between security guards and black 
youths, who couldn’t gain entrance to 
the sold-out show. There were also seve- 
ral fights between blacks and whites 
after the Sensational Alex Harvey Band 
concluded a somewhat spiteful warmup 
set. But after AWB everything was, as 
Kool And The Gang say, “wild and 
peaceful.” It may well be that AWB is 
the only band that could create racial 
harmony, however short-lived, in this 
troubled city. 
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Home Movies and Light Trim

At Long Last Love premiered 
at the 6000-seat Radio City 
Music Hall — a house ordi- 
narily acclaimed for the musical 
and choreographic feats per- 
formed therein — but that was 
hardly the appropriate booking. 
Consider that, although the film 
contains 16 songs and is ostensi- 
bly a musical (“a new kind of 
musical,’ as the ads euphe- 
mistically put it), none of the 
principals can sing or- dance. 
Consider the cast, which in- 
cludes Bogdanovich’s twa 
daughters and sister, Cybill 
Shepherd’s brother, Ryan 
O’Neal’s brother and Ryan 
O’Neal’s mom. Consider that 
Cybill Shepherd’s musical and 
histrionic abilities are of the sort 
that only an extremely dedica- 
ted paramour (love is aparently 
deaf, if not blind) could appre- 
ciate. When the average Joe 
wants to see his family and 
friends on film he just drags out 
the Super-8, coaxes them to 
strut and smile, and eventually 
unreels the finished product in 
his living room. When Peter Bog- 
danovich — who has led an inor- 
dinately charmed life, at least 
until lately — wants to make a 
home movie, he gets a $6 million

budget and Radio City. What 
crust. 

There is absolutely no excuse 
for At Long Last Love, which is 
perhaps why Bogdanovich was 
here last Wednesday, trying 


gamely to make excuses for it. 


Looking justifiably uneasy but 
sounding as high-handed as ever, 
Bogdanovich explained that the 
(sic) behind his Shep- 
herd-Reynolds brainstorm was 
“casting against type’; he did 


| 


not elaborate on how characters 
in a film with no story whatso- 
ever could have types to cast 
against. In response to ques- 
tions about how a film in which 
good songs are performed badly 
could possibly be construed as 
funny, he snapped something 
about Porter’s not being sacred; 
however, he also said that part of 
the impetus for making the film 
had been Cybill’s love for Por- 
ter’s music. Touting his tech- 


nique, he explained how hard it 
was to make a color film in a 
strictly black-and-white scheme 
without getting green or pink 
tints in the processing (the pic- 
ture’s visual dreariness is per- 
haps attributable to the absence 
of Polly Platt, Bogdanovich’s ex- 
wife, who served him extraordi- 
narily well as a production de- 
signer in his pre-Cybill days). 
But after detailing the difficulty 
of the trick, he neglected to men- 


tion why anyone should bother 
to attempt it. Finally, as he dis- 
cussed his avowed goals of im- 
perfection (in this rigidly color- 
coordinated technical exercise) 
and spontaneity (it’s about as 
free-form as the Easter Parade), 
and explained how important it 
had been to have performers who 
made cute mistakes now and 
then, I asked him why he hadn’t 
had his actors stumble into the 
Art Deco furniture consistently 
instead of just every now and 
then. He replied with a stare 
that said ‘Eat poison,” and then 
told me I had obviously missed 
the point. 

Maybe so, but here are a few I 
didn’t: Cybill Shepherd has all 
the grace of a pirouetting moose, 
and she has a way of looking as 
though she’s just been crying 
(this, I believe, is her idea of ero- 
tic petulance) that is more 
suggestive of a child sans lolli- 
pop than of a femme fatale. Burt 
Reynolds (who, according to 
Bogdanovich, thinks this is the 
best thing he’s ever done) has ne- 
ver seemed more uneasy; singing 
about “‘a trip to the moon on gos- 
samer wings” with a straight 
face-is simply not his forte. The 
*30s-style costumes are lovely in 
the abstract, but clingy white sa- 
tin calls a bit more attention to 
various sags and bulges than any 
of the leading ladies can with- 
stand. The witty moments aren’t 
witty, and the fun isn’t fun. De- 
spite its period setting, the film 
doesn’t so much evoke nostalgia 
as it makes one mourn those by- 
gone days when such brazen self- 
indulgence was (at least slightly) 
less possible. 

Shampoo is also a home movie 
of sorts, albeit a troubling and 
provocative one. The leading

THE STEPFORD WIVES.

Although I am hardly an 
aficionado when it comes to Ira 
Levin, I do know that he has 
written the same novel at least 
twice. In one instance it was call- 
ed Rosemary’s Baby, in another 


The Stepford Wives, and in 


both, a young couple moved to a 
new locale where the husband 
began to behave strangely, the 
neighbors seemed unaccoun- 
tably sinister, and the wife spent 
the duration of the story wonder- 
ing whether she was imagining 
things. She wasn’t, and she 
eventually found out — quite a 
while after we did — that 
everyone she knew was, indeed, 
out to get her. And far worse 
than her ultimate betrayal was 
the fact that her own husband 
was Judas enough to sell her 
down the river. 

The specific premise of The 
Stepford Wives is nowhere near 
as good as that of Rosemary’s 
Baby, nor is the film adaptation. 
Though the menace here is 
feminine zombie-ism in the sub- 
urbs rather than devil worship in 
Dakota, it’s treated too literally 
to have metaphorical shadings, 
and the screenplay’s persistent 
telegraphing (‘“‘She cooks as good 
as she looks, Ted,’ smirks the 
newcomer husband to one of 
Stepford’s male puppeteers 
about 15 minutes into the pic- 
ture) puts Western Union to 
shame. Also, Rosemary’s final 
compromise was a piquant, un- 
* settling, Twilight Zone sort of 
twist, whereas Stepford’s heroine 
meets a blunter and less in- 
teresting fate. 

The National Organization of 


_.Women_ has been taking The 


Stepford Wives seriously; Betty 
Friedan marched out of a New 
York screening and although the 
Boston contingent sat still to the 
bitter end, they departed in 
tears. However, the picture is in- 
finitely less charitable to men 
than to women, providing the 
taller sex with infinitely greater 
cause for alarm. At least 
Rosemary’s husband seemed 
relatively loving at the start; 
Stepford’s emotionally impotent 
men think of their wives as mere 
conveniences or bric-a-brac, and 
the central couple’s marriage is 
initially depicted as empty in 
every way. What’s worse, the 
husbands of Stepford are 
mechanically murderous but 
never animated enough even to 
suggest ruthlessness; they’re just 
a bunch of boors in loafers, 
remodeling their wives “because 
we can,” as ringleader Patrick 
O’Neal so insightfully puts it. 
Actually, there just doesn’t seem 
to be much else in town for them 
to do. ‘ 

I understand that there are 
feminists who choose to be 
philosophical about Stepford; 
it’s interesting, they say, because 
at least it gives you some idea of 
what men’s ideas about woman- 
ly perfection really are (Stepford 
wives concern themselves ex- 
clusively with baking, ironing, 
dressing nicely and comparing 
brands of spray starch). If I were 
a man, I’d find that damned in- 
sulting. 

The Stepford Wives is too long 


and obvious, but it’s not without - 


technical merits: Owen Roiz- 
man’s cinematography is superb. 
Katherine Ross remains un- 
reasonably beautiful, performing 
adequately in a role that 
demands little more (but is at 
least an improvement over the

been appearing). And Paula 
Prentiss is marvelous as the town 


nut, delivering the picture’s fun-.

can in a cupboard). William 
Goldman’s screenplay is a major 
disappointment, though; the 
charm of this once-promising 
novelist has by now worn thread- 
bare. 

FUNNY LADY. Directed by 
Herbert Ross.

I can’t think of an emptier mo- 
vie that I’ve more enjoyed lately 
than Funny Lady. For Easter, 
Ray Stark, Herbert Ross, Bar- 
bra Streisand and James Caan 
have given us an $8.5 million 
chocolate bunny — delicious, 
even if it is hollow. 

The material for a sequel to 
Funny Girl does exist, but it’s 
not of the kind that could be 
handled honestly by producer 
Stark, Fanny Brice’s son-in-law. 
For what happened to Brice after 
Ziegfeld was, in its own way, as 
creatively terminal as the im- 
prisoning populariity of O’Neill’s 
James ‘Tyrone as the Count of 
Monte Cristo. Once Brice rose to 
the top of the radio ratings play- 
ing Baby Snooks week after week 
and year after year out of Holly- 
wood, she reached an artistic 
dead end. Compare this to Eth- 
el Merman, Brice’s successor as 
Broadway belter who stretched 
herself from the inane revue ma- 
terial of Panama Hattie to the 
dramatic and melodic complex- 


- ity of Gypsy. 


Yet Brice’s Snooks decision, 
clearly the most important 
choice she made during the ’30s 
— it separated her not only from 
serious singing and husband Bil- 
ly Rose, but also from the Broad- 
way that had nurtured her — is 
treated as a casual matter in 
Funny Lady. It’s the four-year 
marriage to Rose that gets all the 
attention. And that was, after 


_all, a fairly banal story: at the 


wedding, she was by far the more 


famous; by the time of the di- 
vorce the songwriter-producer 
was nearly her equal and their 
careers were taking separate di- 
rections. Funny Girl gave equal 
weight to career and romance, 
while in Funny Lady the former 
is merely background. The re- 
sult is a soap musical. 

And yet the movie triumphs 
over its limitations. This is pro- 
bably the closest Streisand will 
ever come to playing herself. By 
the time she made Funny Girl as 
a film, Streisand had lost the 
lean and hungry look of the 
struggling young actress, and so 
her pre-Ziegfeld scenes seemed’ 
phony. But in Funny Lady the 
haughty — even waxen — self- 
assurance of the star is appro- 
priate, and La Streisand is fa- 
bulous in conveying it. And 
strangely enough, this is espec- 
ially true when Streisand shows 
how Brice would suddenly re- 
vert for momentary advantage to 
the Lower East Side manner- 
isms of her starving days. Con- 
versely, James Caan is brilliant 
as the ambitious, sloppy Billy 
Rose precisely because Caan, 
like Rose at the time, hasn’t 
quite made it. With this great 
performance coming on the heels 
of the commercial success of 
Freebie and the Bean, that’s all 
changed utterly. 

Herbert Ross will never be a 
great musical director, but I’m 
pleased to report that since 
Goodbye, Mr. Chips he’s at least 
learned to steal from the greats. 
All of the many rousing musical 
moments are blatantly appro- 
priated from the classics — the 
swimming number is from Bus- 
by Berkeley, the over-produced 
bad show from Minnelli’s The 
Band Wagon, the alternating so- 
liloquies about sudden love, from 
South Pacific, and Streisand’s 
big I’m-on-my-own song is com- 
pellingly done on a bare Broad- 
way stage just like Merman’s 
“Rose’s Turn” in Gypsy. It’s a 
new height, a new plateau: for 
Streisand, who, unlike Fanny 
Brice and like Ethel Merman, 
continues to grow.

THE MAIDS. Directed by 
Christopher Miles. Screenplay 
by Miles and Robert Enders 
from the play by Jean Genet.

Jean Genet’s concoction of 
erotic ritual, histrionic hysteria, 
perverse dialectic, lyricism and 
humor is not customary fare for 
the cinema. Its feverish inten- 
sity runs counter to the usually 
more naturalistic medium. As a 
film, The Maids may not 
succeed, but the spew of Genet’s 
language is so splendid, and the 
acting so superb, that whatever 
its critical shortcomings, it’s a ri- 
veting — and exhausting — ex- 
perience. 

Glenda Jackson and Susannah 
York tackle their demanding 
roles as frenzied Parisian ser- 
vants (and sisters) with a the- 
atrical violence which, if it is at 
first off-putting, finally con- 
vinces through persistence. They 
play at what seems the brink of 
orgasm, York’s gasps set against 
Jackson’s withering sneers as 
they exchange sadomasochistic 
guises and thrill each other with 
their hatred. As their addled, 
simpering mistress, Vivien Mer- 
chant is more comic, basking in 
romantic fantasies and in her 
fancied- benevolence. All three 
overact, but here it is appropri- 
ate, for Genet’s subject is the ex- 
aggerated, grotesque forms the 
private imagination assumes un- 
der the pressure of a sick soci- 
ety. 

Christopher Miles’s direction 
is intermittently striking. When 
he cuts from Jackson peeling off 
rubber gloves to York putting on 
black mylons, the eroticism is si- 
nister. The vertiginous camera 
movements as the two tussle on 
the floor heighten the delirium. 
His use of mirrors suits Genet’s 
ambiguous world in which every 
passion contains its opposite, 
and the free-floating camera 
captures the air of masturbatory 
reverie that imbues all Genet’s 
works.

Theatre 
Experiment Laboratory at the 
People’s Theatre, weekends 
thru March 30. 

In Yukio Mishima’s stark re- 
workings of the 14th-century 
Noh plays, “Hanjo,” ‘Aoi-No- 
Ue” and “Sotoba Komachi,”’ the 
callous intrusion of existential 
despair into the delicate legends 
of destructive love is both inev- 
itable and oddly chilling. His 
Hanjo, The Lady Aoi and Soto- 
ba Komachi are dissonant, ske- 
letal exercises in which this dif- 
ficult meshing of Noh tradition 
(and its religious implications) 
with modern alienation creates 
an eerie ‘‘sex-in-the-twilight- 
zone” effect. The plays, as ren- 
dered by the Theatre Experi- 
ment Laboratory, are both te- 
dious and lovely. 

A fascinating thematic trilogy 
(though they make a dangerous- 
ly long evening), the three Mi- 
shima adaptations depict the 
tragic and destructive loves of 
beautiful women in various 
stages of decay. Hanjo, the most 
predictable of the three, is an 
Oriental Sister George: its beau- 
tiful but deranged heroine, the 
protegee of a spinster artist, 
spends her days in artful waiting 
for the return of a faithless lo- 
ver, Yoshio, with whom she ex- 
changed fans and empty pro- 
mises in a geisha house some 
years before. A newspaper “‘hu- 
man interest’”’ story brings the 
simplistic lover to her rescue for 
a happy ending in which neither 
she nor her parasitic lesbian pro- 
tector has any interest. Hanjo is 
no longer in love with the Yo-

shio to whom she entrusted her 
fan; she is in love with her own 
patient suffering, with her sad 
image in the mirror “like a big 
glossy rose.”’ The bewildered Yo- 
shio must leave his mad sweet- 
heart to an orgy of masochism 
encouraged by the artist so 
frightened of love that she must 
daily embrace this tormented 
symbol of its tragic conse- 
quences. 

Though Hanjo is beautifully 
perverse, the translation by Do- 
nald Keene (and perhaps the ori- 


ginal) is somewhat labored and 
relies awkwardly on outmoded 


conventions. The exposition is - 


delivered in a too neatly pack- 
aged soliloquy by the artist, 
damnable newspaper story in 
hand. Marilyn Duchin handles 
the scene remarkably well, con- 
sidering its monumental phon- 
iness. She is, in fact, relaxed and 
appealing throughout, lending to 
the piece a subtlety that a more 
conventional villain would have 
destroyed. Structurally; how- 
ever, this play hurdles the time- 


gap less gracefully than its com- 


panion pieces. 

The Lady Aoi, set in a weird 
Masters-and-Johnson-type cli- 
nic somewhere in the Outer Di- 
mension, depicts the cruel Mrs. 
Robinsonian revenge of a meno- 
pausal woman scorned who, per- 
haps involuntarily, sends her 
spirit to bedevil the young wife of 
her former lover. The hospital 
serves, I suppose, as a metaphor 
for the antiseptic modern world 
severed from the religious cer- 
tainties to which it was once so 
comfortably anchored. Despite 
the pronouncements by a smug 
and starchy nurse that even sex- 
ual need has finally been pro- 
gramed away, Mishima repres- 
ents the night as a frightening 
void still peopled by violent, in- 
comprehensible sexual warriors: 
biology is too murky a mystery to 
be picked apart and purified by 
doctors, analysts or nihilists. 

The Lady Aoi is an uncomfor- 
table play, rife with obvious sex- 
ual metaphor (“‘A woman sheds 
blood and dies, coming back to 
life again and again ... a wo- 
man must die to live’’) that is as 
poetically sexist as the tradi- 


tions in which Mishima is im- _ 


mured. Mingled with Freudian 
symbolism is a sentimentality so 
fragile (‘When I sit on your right 
side, your heart is too far away’’) 
that it might burst into embar- 
rassing parody were Carolyn 
Cox’s regal portrayal of the 
fading beauty in the thrall of her 
own jealousy less exquisite. 
The fantastical story of a 99- 
year-old crone whose remem- 
bered beauty is so powerful that 
smitten men have been dropping 
dead with desire since her long- 
gone puberty, Sotoba Komachi 
has been transplanted to a city 
park where gooey-eyed lovers 
discreetly shun the derelicts with 
whom they are compelled to 


share their benches. Komachi is 
a knowing hag, a regular visitor 
to the park where she rifles 
through the trashbaskets for dis- 
carded food and soggy cigar 
butts. She is an eyesore whose 
insensitive intrusion into love’s 
territory prompts a lonely poet to 
denounce her. What transpires 


_then is a kind of “Princess and 


the Frog’ fantasy in which Ko- 
machi’s age falls away as she de- 
scribes the dead world of her 
youth, the heartless flirtation, 
the men she bewitched. Ig- 
noring her earlier warnings of the 
vulgarity, the danger of love, the 
poet falls prey to her beauty and 
promptly dies. To Komachi, it’s 
all routine. The “Blue Danube 
Waltz,” to the strains of which 
Komachi is rejuvenated, seemed 
to me a strange interloper, cer- 
tainly more jarring than Anne 
Barclay’s graceful metamorpho- 
sis from harridan to coquette. 
The Mishima plays, so tied to 
the religious traditions of the 
Noh, make a frightening state- 
ment about this world in which 
religion no longer matters much, 
in which sex and certain death 
are but shabby replacements for 
faith. Theatre Experiment La- 
boratory’s staging is a loving tri- 
bute to Yukio Mishima, who 
died in 1970. The plays are re- 
mote, somewhat inaccessible un- 
less you’re acquainted with the 
Noh. plays from which they 
spring. Still (and I am no Noh 
expert), they are affecting. The 
direction, by Ingrid Furlong, Pa- 
mela Berlin and William 
Thrasher, is deliberate and care- 
fully detailed. The simple set- 
ting of mats and platforms, 
accented by spare Japanese flo- 
ral arrangements, reflects the re- 
verence with which the group 
has developed its material, and 
the performances indicate both 
sensitivity and study.

man, a hairdresser, is an incura- 
ble ladykiller. One of his lovers, 
with whom he apparently had a 


long, steady relationship at one 
time, is played by Julie Christie. 


- Politics are central to the film’s 


attitude, if not to the hairdres- 
ser’s. Shampoo is not Warren 
Beatty’s baby for nothing, and in 
some ways it feels like a purga- 
tion of private tensions as well as 
a rationale for foibles that may 
be as much Beatty’s own as his 
alter ego’s.. 

I laughed during Shampoo’s 
first hour, which pivots on a se- 
ries of multiple-bed mixups, but 
the film as a whole left me an- 
noyed and disappointed. George 
the hairdresser, who blow-dries 
his way from woman to woman 
with neurotic aplomb, is never a 
very sympathetic character, and 
his rotating bed partners — Lee 
Grant as.a wealthy matron, 
Christie as the mistress of 
Grant’s financier husband, 
Goldie Hawn as the model and 
flibbertigibbet who is supposed 
to be George’s steady girl — are 
hardly any more likable. Yet the 
film suddenly turns serious in 
mid-stream, with Paul Simon 
humming his $50,000 two-mi- 
nute theme as George’s inability 
to love assumes center stage. By 
then, however, I was finding the 
coitus interruptus aspect of 
George’s sexual style (he is al- 
ways being discovered in fla- 
grante delicto by one jealous in- 
terloper or another) exhausting, 
his numbness benumbing, and 
his self-pity too consuming for 
any further pity to be necessary. 

Ah, but then Warren Beatty 
came to town, and before I knew 
it my brains were being washed 
and set. I should explain that 
Beatty’s fabled charm has no- 
thing to do with this, and nei- 
ther does the sullenness of which 
interviewers are always (unjust- 


ly, it seemed to me) accusing 
him. Rather, it was his mastery 
of the art of circular reasoning 
that was overpowering. You see 
(his argument goes roughly like 
so), the critics didn’t under- 
stand Bonnie and Clyde (the 
other film Beatty produced) 
when it first came along because 
they were too eager to pigeon- 
hole it and too programed in 
their thinking to accept it for the 
ground- and convention-breaker 
it was. Bonnie and Clyde was a 
synthesis of different genres, and 
so (remember, this is his story) is 
Shampoo. Why can’t a picture 
be callous and also compassion- 
ate? Why must a character be 
conventionally ingratiating to be 
liked? Just because a person is 
promiscuous, does that mean he 
or she. can’t have feelings? Are 
we really so committed to mo- 
nogamy that we aren’t ready to 
understand people for whom mo- 
nogamy has proved unwork- 
able? And if you don’t like the 
characters in Shampoo, doesn’t 
that say as much about you as it 
does about them? Well, doesn’t 
it? 

This picture is unsettling, said 
Beatty, because it dares to ac- 
cept sexual promiscuity as a gi- 
ven and to treat its concomitant 
problems seriously. It dares to 
equate sexual and political apa- 
thy — the film is set on and 
about election eve, 1968, and its 
sets are plastered with Nixon- 
Agnew posters, yet none of the 
characters votes. Younger audi- 
ences can watch it and just 
laugh; they were brought up pro- 
miscuous, and so they take the 
pitfalls of that kind of life for 
granted. But older audiences, 
people just like Beatty, have a 
tougher time. They were caught 
between generations; they had 
the freedom and perhaps even 
exhausted it, but they were 
weaned on the Puritan ethic and 
have never quite reconciled their 


-behavior with their back- 


grounds. They share all the li- 
abilities of excessive liberty 
along with those of moral fail- 


ure. Whoever they are, Sham- 
poo is their movie. 

Needless to say, I had to see 
the thing again to give my brains 
the figurative comb-out they so 
badly needed after all this ra- 
tionalizing. Certain things were 
objectively clear immediately, 
one of them the appalling inepti- 
tude of Hal Ashby, the director 
(he was also responsible for The 
Landlord, The Last Detail and 
— Lord have mercy — Harold 
and Maude). Ashby’s style is ge- 
nerally described as adequate 
but anonymous, yet he is more of 
an auteur than even his rela- 
tively enthusiastic admirers let 
on. Ashby envisions a pro- 
foundly cute world in which par- 
ties are fragmented into series of 
flip interchanges, where eye- 
brows are constantly being’ rais- 
ed, where deadpans are truly 
dead. It’s not the audience’s ina- 
bility to slide from comedy into 
contemplation that hampers 
Shampoo; the awkwardness is 
Ashby’s. He is incapable of di- 
recting with any consistency 
from scene to scene. 

And he is cheap, occasionally 
in dramatic moments, and

always when it comes to humor. 
Shampoo’s comedy is utterly de- 
void of wit; it’s the kind of pic- 
ture where an “Oh, shit” is 
played as a laugh line. The first 
hour’s funny moments are all of 
the will-X-find-out-that-Y-is- 
sleeping-with-Z? variety, and 
the casting of Jack Warden — 
who does very nicely, though the 
role to which he gives depth is 
better suited to a Neil Simon 


_ opus — as the philandering hus- 


band is a major mistake. He’s 
good but, like the jokes he deli- 
vers, damagingly crude. If 
Shampoo couldn’t be two pic- 
tures in one, then the story Beat- 
ty wanted to tell was far more 
original than the comedy at 
which Ashby plugs away. The 
guffaws do the whole thing a dis- 
service. (Beatty admitted to a 


_ certain uneasiness over Pauline 


Kael’s rave, which hails Sham- 
poo as the “‘farce’”’ he never in- 
tended it to be.) 

Still, the film’s basic problem 
lies with George, whom Beatty 
describes as a “dumb blonde” and 
whom he plays brilliantly. 
Though the women are major 
characters too, George is Sham- 


poo’s focal point, and as such he 
is taken for granted. Beatty and 
co-scenarist Robert Towne like 
George, but we never find out 
enough about him, and he dis- 
appoints us too often. Though 
preconceived audience expecta- 
tions are Beatty’s avowed idea of 
a cardinal sin, the film plays so 
readily with our comic reflexes 
and political hindsight (must 
Nixon portraits be used to draw 
laughs?) that it ean hardly plead 
innocent to charges of manipu- 
lation. Shampoo finally loses its 
grip and crosses into the realm of 
the exasperating when, after a 
wearisome spate of sexual mix- 
and-match, Beatty and Julie 
Christie finally seem to be ex-. 
periencing a renewed and genu- 
ine-looking tenderness for one 
another. Accompanied by Si- 
mon’s soothing lullabye, they 
leave a party and sequester 
themselves in a clubhouse where 
Beatty declares a certain limi- 
ted devotion, Christie offers an 
understanding smile, and the 
two begin to make love. We are 
caught almost as unawares as 
they when a refrigerator door 
swings open in mid-passion, its 
light exposing them to three 
other principals who just hap- 
pen to be standing outside a win- 
dow. 

Shampoo was meant, then, to 
be frustrating and unsatisfying, 
but I’m not sure the nature of the 
frustration dovetails with the in- 
tent. Certainly the grimly nihi- 
listic cast it lends modern sexu- 
ality is enough to qualify it as 
original and to make it per- 
versely fascinating; certainly its 
inability to distinguish sexual 
freedom from prostitution is dis- 
turbing. But the ways in which 
this is ultimately Beatty’s home 
movie and apologia, the way his 
private insights linking sex and 
politics are never successfully ge- 
neralized, the way in which 


George is more important as a_ 


Beatty alter ego than he is on his 
own, are all shortcomings Sham- 
poo never successfully rinses 
away. 
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Donald Byrd:

“Going commercial” is an ac- 
tivity jazz artists have pursued 
almost from the moment they es- 
tablished themselves as artists. 
Bird and Diz, so busy rejecting 
the entertainer label in 1945, 
each recorded albums of Tin Pan 
Alley tunes with strings by 1950. 
In the process, they set the 
pattern for marketing post-swing 
jazz: find some popular songs 
and someone to write the 
arrangements, then trade in your 
combo for an orchestra — think 
big! Although McLaughlin, 
Hancock, Corea and Weather 
Report have proved that it’s pos- 
‘sible to reach a wide audience 
with your own music played by 
your own small group (a rock, as 
opposed to schlock, procedure), 
the previous generation of mus- 
icians is still fond of the old reci- 


None of those we might call 
jazz’s middle-agers have been 
more succesful than Donald 
Byrd, who was perceptive 
enough in 1973 to realize that if 
Larry Mizell could write, ar- 
range and produce mammoth 
hits for the Jackson Five he 
might also improve the market- 
ability of a jazz trumpeter. Step- 
ping Into Tomorrow is the third 
Byrd/Mizell collaboration, with 
Mizell’s revised formula (re- 
place string sections with syn- 
thesizers, use simplistic rock riffs 
instead of Top 40 material) still 
intact. It’s inferior to Black Byrd 
and Street Woman, which makes 
it none too strong indeed. The 
charts are slick to the point of 
lifelessness, with little to incite 
frenzy at the corner disco. The 
sidepeople include many past 
masters of the genre plus Gary 
Bartz, who has better things to 
do with his alto than pose as the 
next Lou Donaldson. Byrd plays 
very little trumpet, soloing at 
length only on “I Love the Girl”; 
he also sings and delivers an em- 
barrassed murmured soliloquy 
called “Rock and Roll Again.” 
Muzak, but a sureshot chart- 
buster pick to click. 

The new Stanley Turrentine 
album should also do well, 
thanks to the recent success of 
Pieces of Dreams. Dreams dis- 
played the Byrd/Mizell method 
as masterminded by Gene Page 
(the man behind Barry White); 
Sugar Man is previously unre- 
leased material from Turren- 
tine’s old label. The six tracks, 
mostly from 1971, are closer to 
the old commercial tradition; ar- 
rangers Don Sebesky, Deodato 
and Bob James employ string 
and wind sections, bossa nova 
rhythms and easy listening 
songs. Turrentine is an old hand 
at this (see Blue Note’s recent re- 
issue for Stanley’s soft-sell circa 
1967); his emotional, macho 
tenor sax delivery never strays 
far from basic communication 
and often glows with rhythmic 
heat. These left-overs aren’t the 
best Turrentine, but they di- 


splay the consistency of passion | 


that has made Stanley one of 
jazz’s most successful commer- 
cial practitioners. The version of 
“Pieces of Dreams” on this re- 
cord is particularly instructive 
because it has a tenor solo of 
great intensity with a slight 
‘touch of daring the recording

successful new-style commer- 
cial jazz won’t lead listeners to 
the ultimate challenges of the 
music, but, hopefully, it can re- 
vive interest in such worthy 
“old” commercialism as The Su- 
gar Man.

Ace: 
FIVE-A-SIDE (Anchor) 

An amalgam of veterans from 
obscure British bands like Bees 
Make Honey, Warm Dust and 


Clat Thyger, Ace is a card any- - 


one should be pleased to draw: a 
rock quintet that never forgets to 
roll. The years of dues stand 
them in good stead — no callow 
extravagance or immature mis- 
step mars the album — yet have 
not blunted their spirit. The jac- 
ket, which pictures them playing 
soccer, couldn’t be more appro- 
priate. Never effete or contri- 
ved, theirs is no-nonsense, jour- 
neyman’s music, a harmony of 
economy and exuberance that’s 
more engaging every time you 
hear it. 

Ace lopes like the Quicksilver 
Messenger Service of old (al- 
though Phil Harris’s style is 
more easy-going than John Ci- 
pollina’s serpentine lead guitar) 
and somewhat resembles the 
Sutherland Brothers and Qui- 
ver. Like that group, Ace never 
indulges in the mock-heavy; the 
band taps rock at its more 
sprightly, high-stepping- roots, 
and the results are supremely 
danceable. Mostly uptempo but 
never manic, the rhythms snap 
rather than bludgeon and are 
served well by the deft fillips of 
drummer Fran Byrne (who ne- 
ver merely thumps) and by pian- 
ist Paul Carrack’s pungent punc- 
tuation — listen to the way the 
former’s quick taps lend urgen- 
cy to “How Long” and to how 
the latter’s insistent chords ac- 
celerate the ending of “Sniffin’ 
About.” . 

Carrack, the main songwriter, 
is short on melodic variety but 


‘consistently.comes up with cun- 


ning hooks. Generally, each 
track begins with a riff of classic 
simplicity that draws you inel- 
uctably into the song. The com- 
positions aren’t adventuresome; 
rather, they’re skillful celebra- 
tions of essential rock patterns. 
Adding to the festive air are the 


uncredited and usually com- 
munal vocals which seem in- 
genuous and immediate. 
Five-a-Side is so lacking in 
pretense and presumption that it 
may fail to gain an audience. 
The music does nothing outre or 
violent to draw attention to it- 
self, and the inconsequentiality 
of the lyrics is a drawback. But 
for its sheer, pleasant swing, the 
album is a delight.

Led Zeppelin: 
PHYSICAL GRAFFITI (Swan 
Song) 

This item broke into the Bill- 
board charts at #3, a feat unpre- 
cedented by even the Beatles or 
Elton John. That Led Zeppelin 
sells so well so fast merely adds 
to the popular picture of Jimmy 
Page as conniving, contriving 
panderer to the public taste (or 
lack of same). I differ: Page is 
calculating, yes, but only to in- 
sure maximum returns from mi- 
nimal investments in time, tech- 
nique, etc. He’s ambitiously 
lazy, and had Graffiti been a 
single disc he could easily have 
shadow-boxed his way through, 
just as on the last three, with the 
same old thefts from starving 
bluesmen (“Custard Pie”) and 
drunken distortions no_blues- 
man would ever countenance 
(“Black Country Woman’’). 

But double-albuming works 
its will: what forced the Stones 
to set down their ’70s credo, 
chapter and verse, on Exile on 
Main Street forced Zeppelin to 
wax just the least bit adventur- 
ous. The long-promised Eastern 
mystical influence finally sur- 
faces in the bleakly mysterious 
“Kashmir” (by John Bonham) 
and in the sitar-like tone clus- 
ters of John Paul Jones’s “In the 


Light.” It took the other mem- 
bers of the band to push Page 
and Robert Plant in their avow- 
ed new direction, though Page 
put his name on the composers’ 
credits anyway (never forget that 
Page is probably the biggest 
thief in rock today). 

In fact, Jones*may be the al- 
bum’s unsung hero. Bonham 
sounds loud but distant, as if 
he’s drumming from the top of 
Mount Everest. Plant gets 
carried away in fits of passion on 
cue. Page seldom rouses himself 
to full effort and his idea of pro- 
duction seems to preclude se- 
cond takes of anything. (Who 
needs a live album when you can 
have a spotty studio package?) 
But the urgency of Jones’s 
“Trampled Under Foot” turns a 
riff into a song. Jones is the only 
pro in the band other than Page, 
and he shows it — his electric 
piano’s timbre is horrendous but 
his playing often negotiates dif- 
ficult passages. ‘ 

Since all Led Zeppelin fans 
have decided to ignore the 
band’s obvious faults and enjoy 
what the band is capable of, 
Graffiti will please them. It has 
the same proportions of typical 
Zeppelin, preposterous Zeppel- 
in and inspiring Zeppelin as 
Houses of the Holy, @$#%?2&!!! 
or any other Zep album, and a 
two-pocket set means more gen- 
uinely good songs (for more mon- 
ey worth less): ‘‘Ten Years 
Gone”’ has a brooding majesty, 
“Houses of the Holy” boasts ly- 
rical and rhythmic quirks, and 
there’s everything else you’ve 
always wanted from Zep — 
which can’t be much or you’d 
have sickened of them long ago.

Tchaikovsky: THE MAID OF 
ORLEANS (Columbia/Melo- 
diya). Irina Arkhipova with 
the chorus and orchestra of the 
Moscow Radio; Gennady Roz- 


hdestvensky, conductor. 
Tchaikovsky, who never miss- 
ed a chance to run himself down, 
once admitted that he didn’t 
possess enough moral integrity 
to avoid writing operas. Ob- 
viously, admissions like this 
aren't likely to get your works 
rushed into production, so it’s 
hardly a surprise that of the 
composer’s 11 completed oper- 
as, only Eugene Onegin has ma- 
naged to capture a place in the 
repertory. Now, however, thanks 
to this new recording of “The 
Maid of Orleans” obtained by 
Columbia from Russia’s Melo- 
diya catalogue, Slavophiles 
everywhere should be able to re- 
evaluate Tchaikovsky’s contri- 
butions in the operatic field. 
Orleanskaya Dieva — to give 
it its Russian title — seems to 
have been written with the Pa- 
ris Opera in mind, and so we’re 
given effects of a kind familiar 
from Meyerbeer’s capitalization 
on the style Empire: marches, 
battles, the obligatory ballet, a 
splendid coronation scene and, 
of course, the sensational cli- 
max as Joan is led to the stake 
while celestial choirs welcome 
her to glory — shades of Gou- 
nod’s Faust, a Tchaikovsky fa- 
vorite! That the libretto was 
lifted from an earlier Joan of Arc 
opera by the now forgotten Au- 
guste Mermet makes little dif- 
ference; Tchaikovsky clearly was 
obsessed with Joan’s hysterical 
character, so similar to his own, 
and his music paints a far more 
convincing portrait than Verdi’s 
in Giovanna D’Arco. 
The recording is hardly new — 
at least in Russia. There, all 
Tchaikovsky’s operas have been 
available for some time, but Co- 
lumbia’s contract with the So- 
viets only now has brought such 
oddities to the American mar- 
ket on respectable pressings 
(they get Ray Coniff in return — 
revenge for the Wheat Deal). Ir- 
ina Arkhipova, whose Boston re- 
cital a few seasons back set 
tongues wagging, communic- 
ates Joan’s fanaticism with a 
voice of laser-beam brilliance, 
while the propulsive no-non- 
sense conducting from Rozhde- 
stvensky washes the slush right 
out of Tchaikovsky’s score. Inci- 
dentally, collectors of musical 
trivia may be interested to know 
that Stravinsky’s father Feodor 
sang in the 1897 premiere. But 
then, of course, they may not. 
—Randolph J. Fuller

The Brink

OTHER PEOPLE’S LIVES by 
Johanna Kaplan, Knopf, 205 
pp., $6.95. 


JULIA AND THE BAZOOKA 
by Anna Kavan, Knopf, 155 
pp., $6.95. 


One is tempted to say that in 
the long title story of Johanna 
Kaplan’s first collection of short 
stories, the tedium is the mes- 
sage. What she has done in the 
100-page ‘Other People’s Lives” 
is outline in Louise Weil a po- 
tentially intriguing protagonist 
and proceed to subject her and 
the reader as well to the tire- 
some monologues of the suppor- 
ting cast. At least this is some- 
thing the author does quite well 
— capture the surpassing bore- 
dom of other people’s conversa- 
tions — but nothing fails like 
success in this instance. Kaplan 


is guilty of the imitative fallacy, . 


accomplishing the very- mono- 
tony she depicts. 

Louise Weil is a Dominican 
Republic-born Jew who finds 
herself alone in New York City. 
After a month at Oberlin 


College; she tried to kill herself’ 
and spent two years at an exelu- . 


sive mental hospital until her 
father could no longer afford it. 
Now released, she is homeless 
until her social worker suggests 
that she live with the wife of a fa- 
mous dancer named Dennis ‘To- 
bey who is dying of Hodgkin’s di- 
sease in a hospital bed. 
Kaplan’s talent for dialogue 
quickly becomes apparent as she 
captures the English-as-second- 
language diction of Mrs. Tobey, 
a defected Soviet ballerina, and 
the nagging tone of her young 
son Matthew. The Tobey kit- 
chen fills with trivial banterers 
on the day of the neighborhood 
block party. Listening to these 
characters, including a whining 
Bennington dropout named Ju- 
lie, is no more enjoyable than ov- 
erhearing small talk at the next 
table in a restaurant, but Kap- 


lan’s ear for insignificance is 
acute and the dialogue has a de- 
pressing authenticity that is 
praiseworthy. But Kaplan may 
be too fond of her own skill; she 
introduces people, it seems, only 
to demonstrate her ability to 
convey how insufferable they 
are. Maria, Louise, Julie and 
Matthew take a drive to the 


_ country and visit a retired school 


teacher turned antique dealer 


who is manic beyond belief, and © 


after listening to her kvetch on 
and off for more than 30 pages I 
can safely say I prefer root canal 
work. 

Behind all the logorrhea, we 
are aware of Louise’s shaky si- 
lence. Although the nature of her 
emotional problem is never ex- 
plained, one assumes that her 
anxiety renders her even less ca- 
pable than the reader of toler- 
ating the banality around her. 
Yet her character is so eclipsed 
by the others that we tend to lose 
sight of it altogether. In the end, 
she seems nothing more than an 
uncomfortable, brooding pre- 
sence — a pair of glasses worn by 
the author through which she 
can examine more closely the va- 
cuity of other people’s lives. 

Themes play on the periphery 
of the story: the distances be- 
tween generations, the remote- 
ness of others’ experience, the 
dissolution of family life. But 
these motifs are too obscured by 
Kaplan’s virtuosic performance 
in conversational idioms. Louise 
pops up late in the story, unable 
to “put the day together: fa-

English author Anna Kavan 
died ii 1968 at the age of 67, 
leaving behind her 10 books, of 
which this collection of short 
stories is only the second to be 
published in this country. Her 
life was a nightmare of heroin 
addiction, mental hospitals and 
suicide attempts. The only other 
book of hers that I’ve read is a 
pseudonymous and very moving 
paean to her psychiatrist, who 
died during her therapy; it was a 
memoir of such palpable de- 
spair that I had the impression 
she was impelled to write it 
simply in order to survive. In the 
introduction to Julia and the Ba- 
zooka, Rhys Davies suggests that 
all her writing, except perhaps 
her conventional novels of the 
20s and ’30s, served to rescue 
her. Her topic has often been her 
own madness — and it is no 
wonder she became deeply en- 
amored of Kafka’s work in the 
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PHOENIX BOOK

30s. : 

These 15 short stories all em- 
ploy an autobiographical per- 
sona and in each of them Ka- 
van’s pain rises so relentlessly to 
the surface that it threatens to 
obliterate the tenuous narra- 
tive. As in Johanna Kaplan’s 
Other People’s Lives, we are 
meant to experience the main 
character’s exclusion from a real- 
ity shared by others, but Ka- 
van’s pieces are so urgent, so 
much further down the road to 


insanity, that they abandon 


many of the serviceable conven- 
tions of fiction-writing, having 
neither the time nor the strength 
for them. The intense narcis- 
sism of Kavan’s vision pre- 
cludes the development of other 
characters. In ‘Experimental,” 
she takes a lover for one night 
only, hoping to rediscover the ar- 
dor that has been completely ex- 
tinguished in her marriage. But 
the man is never real to her, the 
situation is glimpsed through the 
gauze of her anxiety and con- 
tempt. It ends: “I must have 
been out of my mind to involve 


myself with a young fellow ... 
except that of course I was not 
involved, none of this was real, it 
didn’t concern me ....” Her 
complete resignation to her im- 
paired life, signaled by the “of 
course,” contaminates all the 
stories; they are steeped in in- 
difference, loneliness, dread, 
withdrawal and dissociation. 


Each tale is a protest against . 


contact, against intimacy, 
against even hope. Three of the 
stories concern her very poig- 
nant relationship with an older 
doctor (perhaps the same one she 
wrote the earlier book about), 
but he dies, driving her back into 
her psychic prison. In only one 
story, ‘‘Now and Then,” does she 
appear to gain some control over 
her life. Catastrophe is always 
threatening, disaster looming; 
she can stand neither life nor 


people. 

The difficulty with this col- 
lection is that it is easier to feel 
sympathetic toward Kavan than 
toward her writing. One can read 
Julia and the Bazooka (the ba- 
zooka is her syringe) almost as a 
clinical text brimming with hal- 
lucinations and other verbalized 
‘symptomis, all’ unmediated by a 
disciplined ego capable of deli- 
berate writerly decisions. To 
read it otherwise, from a literary 
vantage, asking how well the 
stories work, how well character 
is developed, seems beside the 
point. The stories resist such 
scrutiny in the way that a child’s 
tears resist the placebos of adult 
“reason.”” They are less stories 
than different stages of the same 
long, excruciating wail of loneli- 
ness and fear. 

Kavan’s collection is what the 
psychologist/philosopher Erich 
Neumann once derogatorily call- 
ed “the exhibition of private 
complexes.” One wishes her 
stories had more Art in them, 
but asking that of Kavan would 
be like asking a man about to 
jump off the ledge of a high 
building to straighten his tie. 


The “gentlemanly” publish- 
ing industry generated more 
news this past year than it had 
hoped to. Last June, The Asso- 
ciation of Harper & Row Em- 
ployees struck for 17 days, the 
most prodigious union effort in 
publishing history, and won ac- 
ross-the-board pay increases, 
cost-of-living increases, and 
other benefits. A few months 
later, Macmillan showed 179 
employees the door for reasoris 
the management labeled econ- 
omic, but which left a bad poli- 
tical taste in the mouths of 
many. Publishing employees 
everywhere shifted nervously in 
their seats as apocalyptic 
messages about the future of 
publishing floated to the top of 
the front page. 

Here in Boston, where pub- 
lishers are not so extravagant as 
in New York, the situation was 

_ not as dire. Still, Gambit Incor- 
porated reduced its list from over 
15 to just two books and Beacon 
Press let a third of their employ- 
ees go. One of the casualties, who 
had been at Beacon for a year 


a week at the time of his dismis- 
sal. He had come to its publicity 
department from Simon & 
Schuster because, as he told me, 
“It was the dream place to be be- 
cause of its size and the charac- 
ter of its books.” 

Indeed, one of the reasons why

up, publishers are not too 
gloomy. Sure, they sold fewer 
books last year, but they sold 
them at higher prices.

low is the cost of good writing. 
Advances to authors are down, 
and rumors of lower royalty 
scales have been bruited about 
with the frequency of a foregone 
conclusion.

and neglect. It is by now axio-- 


matic that fiction (particularly 
first novels) and poetry will be 
the first to be excluded from 
publishers’ lists. The fat literary 
eats aren’t hurting, though;

than any other novel in the last 
two years except Jonathan Li- 
vingston Seagull. 


The weather has indeed 
changed, and it is only wistfully 
that we can listen to Malcolm 
Cowley’s appraisal of the liter- 
ary situation in the 1920s: “If the 
novels were published they had a 
good chance of being successful. 
Literary fashions were changing 
and new authors were likely to be 
praised and overpraised by new 
reviewers .... Some of the au- 
thors were able to support them- 
selves by writing almost from the 
day they left college.” 


But vicissitudes in the econ- 
omy and the politics of publish- 
ing alone cannot account for the 
massive cold front settling over 
the literary world these days. 
McLuhanites need not recant — 
the privatist, linear experience of 
book reading has indeed been 
superseded by the steamy sen- 
suality of mass media events. 
Many of the current fiction best- 
sellers bear a closer resemblance 
to one-hour TV specials than 


they do to prose, and even I have. 


good writing is still cheap 


found it possible to read many 
recent books to the aceompani- 
ment of televised hockey games 
and Motown music. 

The dedicated proprietor of a 
very selective independent book- 
store in Cambridge complained 
to me recently that “more and 
more people of real discrimin- 
ation are coming into the store 
breathlessly for the book of an 
author they have just seen on the 
Today Show. My once highly so- 
phisticated clientele is going 
commercial, and the good books 
are being passed by.”’ He sighed. 
“TI don’t own a TV. I’m still 
strictly a printed word guy.” 

It is at this precarious mo- 
ment in the history of literature 
that we inaugurate the Boston 
Phoenix Book Review, a 
monthly occurrence that will in- 
clude as much as we can com- 
fortably pack in, including a re- 
gular column called “Hotcakes” 
that will discuss what books are 
selling well in this area and, if 
possible, why.

JAYNE MANSFIELD AND 
THE AMERICAN FIFTIES by 
Martha Saxton, Houghton 
Mifflin, 223 pp., $8.95. 

Jayne Mansfield is a difficult 
subject for a biography. She 
lacked the talent and under- 
lying sensitivity that made her 
contemporary, Marilyn Mon- 
roe, so fascinating and so tragic. 
She was stupid, stunningly 
tasteless and narcissistic — a 
flamboyant mediocrity in an age 
of mediocrity. Martha Saxton 
treats Mansfield with sympathy 
but wisely avoids trying to re- 
cast her as a more likable human 
being. She sees her as the cre- 
ation of her decade, in which the 
virgin-and-whore, good-girl-and- 
nice-girl dichotomies that have 
always permeated our culture re- 
igned supreme. 

Jayne chose to be the “nice 
girl” and, like the high-school 
kid who puts out in order to gain 
popularity, she never really un- 
derstood the contempt that ac- 
companied her acceptance. And 
she failed —.as many wiser wo- 
men have failed — to see 
through the men for whose con- 
venience these sexual standards 
existed. The only child of con-. 
spicuously consuming, upper- 
middle-class bigots, she grew up 
on Shirley Temple movies and 
the cult of cuteness, dreaming of 
a Hollywood romance. At 16, she 
married an older man of 20 
whose allure evaporated in the 
mundane atmosphere of married 
life, and Mansfield shuffled off 
to Hollywood to become a star. 
Unfortunately for her, she suc- 
ceeded. In time, she became 
wholly the image she created. 

She lived the life of the Holly- 
wood star — tempestuous 
marriages, drinking, neglected 
children — but not even her un- 
happiness rings true. It is doubt- 
ful that she knew the difference 
between what she really felt and 
what made good press. Saxton 
charitably tells us that Jayne 
“disguised her brains,” but the 
book offers little evidence that 
there was much to disguise. Her 
Mr. Universe second husband, 
Mickey Hargitay, appears much 
more sympathetic than Jayne: 
even less cerebral than his wife, 
he seems to have at least gen- 
uinely loved her and their chil- 


dren. 

Mansfield perfectly embodied 
her culture’s sexua! hypocrisies, 
making pious proclamations 
against “affairs” and in favor of 
censorship, but she never un- 
derstood the implications. Un- 
like Monroe, who came to hate 
the restrictions of the sex-god- 
des role, Mansfield continued to 
revel in it. When the new porno- 
graphy of the ’60s rendered the 
gaudy tease an anachronism, 
Jayne's brief reign collapsed — 
and she could never figure out 
why. ‘ 

Saxton’s book shows us that 
the ’50s’ carefree innocence was 


subsidized by a destructive and © 


often willful ignorance. The pa- 
thetically tawdry plight of 
Mansfield was both the inevit- 
able outcome and apt symbol of 


her time.

Edwardian cheesecake 


THE PRINCE & THE LILY by 
James Brough, Coward, Mc- 
Cann & Geoghegan, 340 pp., 
$10.95. 

Trash purists will sniff at 
James Brough’s pretentious ef- 
fort to dignify this flowery re- 
hash of Edwardian tattle with 
perfunctory historical outline. 
Much of it is quite superfluous to 
the decorous but celebrated af- 
fair of Edward VII, second-string 
royalty for most of his life, and a 
“professional beauty” immor- 
talized by John Millais as “The 
Jersey Lily” and by Oscar Wilde 
as “The New Helen.” The Prince 


& The Lily is a cross between 
Cinderella and The National 
Star, cast for discretion’s sake in 
an Edwardian Amy Vanderbilt 
style complete with bridal regis- 
ter. Some authors, like their 
readers, evidently feel com- 
pelled to hide their love of sizzle 
from the librarian’s scrutiny. In 
Brough’s case this is unfortun- 
ate, since he obviously has a ta- 
lent for tripe which peeps forth 
from this staid biography in lines 
like “‘Here was Guinevere incar- 
nate ... the hint of melancholy 
in her face was as tantalizing as 
the promise of passion in her 
body.” 

It is probably not Brough’s 
fault that the Prince of Wales, 
“Bertie” to his buddies, was far 
from scintillating — merely an 
overweight sensualist obsessed 
with the setting of national fas- 
hions because his priggish 
mother, Victoria, would allow 
him no say in government 
matters. Lillie Langtry, the pro- 
vincial matron who pulled her- 
self up by the Prince’s boot- 
straps (or whatever) to the pin- 
nacle of a stiffly regimented so- 
ciety not partial to courtesans, is 
intriguing only because one is 
never sure whether the calcula- 
ting climber is exploiter or ex- 
ploitee. Before pencil drawings 
of her aquiline profile made a hit 
as penny-postcards, Lillie lan- 
guished in a middle-class apart- 
ment with no company but a 
pickled husband who graciously 
countered paeans to his spouse’s 
charms with, “‘You should have 
seen my first wife.” 

The long-running liaison made 
Lillie a household flower idoliz- 
ed by legions of the unclean and 
accepted, at her mentor’s insis- 
tence, by the stuffy Marlbo- 
rough House set. After the royal 
ardor slackened and Lillie had 
borne an illegitimate daughter to 
HRH’s nephew, Louis Batten- 
berg, ‘‘Bertie’’ continued to 
sponsor his inamorata as she em- 
barked on a globe-trotting acting 
junket. More a curiosity than le- 
gitimate competition for the Di- 
vine Sarah Bernhardt, Langtry 
knocked ’em dead in Texas, 
where Judge Roy Bean named a 


town for her. 

James Brough depicts this 
dalliance against a busy back- 
drop of social customs and in- 
ternational affairs. Disraeli darts 
about, hissing Strangelove songs 
at Gladstone, royal weddings are 
cranked out with a serial osten- 
tation that would awe Fabian 
Bachrach, and Trouble in the 
Balkans is a recurring motif. 
This enables the author to up- 
stage ‘‘the most beautiful 
woman in the world” in the final 
pages with the outbreak of World 
War I and a future-flash to the 
birth of Prince Charles. This is 
intended, somehow, to epito- 
mize the crumbling of the deca- 
dent Edwardian social order that 
provided Lillie Langtry with 
both a colorful career and a re- 
putation over which one could 
roast weenies.

Acid manners 


EMILY STONE by Anne Red- 
mon. Praeger, 250 pp., $7.95. 


“The bodily function which I 
loathe the most is the process of 
eating.” “I cannot abide pop- 
ular music of any kind: it en- 
courages disordered senti- 
ment.” “Hatred fills my lungs 
like emphysema.” Emily Stone, 
the narrator of the novel that 
bears her name, is no Miss Con- 


~ geniality. T.S. Eliot once had it 


that Dryden was the master of 
contempt, Pope the master of 
hatred, and Swift the master of 
disgust. Emily is the mistress of 
all three, and Anne Redmon’s 
first novel exerts a remarkable, 
ghastly fascination, as a cobra is 
said to hypnotize its prey. The 
book has much of the power (as 
well as some of the excesses) of 
Sylvia Plath’s most virulent 
poems — and some of their poig- 
nance, for Emily, even more 
than everyone else, is the victim 
of her venom. 

The tale she tells recalls Hen- 
ry James’s The Wings of the 
Dove: here, as there, the saintly 
death of a young woman blights 
more than it blesses the lovers 
who survive her. The novel is 


Emily’s attempt to come to 
terms with the demise of her best 
friend (whom she loathed) and 
with her husband’s veneration 
for the departed. Her relations 
with both are games of vindic- 
tive chess, and Emily describes 
her adversaries with gelid aver- 
sion: “All the bottled up force of 
{her husband’s] personality 
seemed to surge from him like a 
pus.” Pity the incidental ca- 
sualties like Emily’s son, whom 
she regards as “‘a little foreigner 
who has accidentally strayed 
into a civil war. There is nothing 
I can do for him while I man my 
guns.” The choice of verb in this 
last sentence is significant for, 
like Lady Macbeth, Emily has 
unsexed herself to pursue po- 
wer, and what she despises as 
well as envies in others is the 
weakness that issues from their 
humanity. The fury that in- 
forms the book is not feminist; it 
is, rather, the rage that repres- 
sion of all one’s feelings kindles. 

What make Emily Stone more 
than a study in pathology or an 
experiment in narrative voice (as 
the latter it harks back to Ford 
Madox Ford) are its incisive ob- 
servation and mordant wit. The 
grim humor that characterizes so 
much of the book is captivating: 
“T always had a faint suspicion 
that Nanny [given to Tarot cards 
and other occultisms] peered 
into the offal of the Sunday chic- 
ken. I could see her in my mind’s 
eye, murmuring over a flopping 
liver while the brussels sprouts 
grew cold.” And the two big 
scenes (each a dinner which con- 
cludes with a woman vomiting) 
are etched in acid. Things falter 
when Emily’s animus is unfo- 
cused and she waxes portentous 
and/or philosophical: “. . . How 
can I accept the existence of God 
when I am not really certain of 
the evidence of my own being 
...?” So long as the novel re- 
mains one of manners (along this 
line, Redmon’s scathing por- 
trait of Emily’s leftwing, do-good 
mother is superb), it is almost 
unerring. 

At once potent and modest, 
Emily Stone resists big state-

REFLECTIONS ON A 
MOUNTAIN SUMMER By 
Joanna M. Glass, Knopf, 307 
pp., $6.95 

Jay Rutherford, avatar of 
sloth, has throughout his adult 
life derived enough pleasure 
from baiting his wife, the 
astringent Pat, to endure the 
Grosse Pointe soirees, junkets to 
the tulip festival in Holland, 
Michigan, and idle weekdays at 
the country club, that are his 
life. At 55, restricted to his wing- 
back chair and a diet of cottage 
cheese and Demerol, Rutherford 
decides to commit to paper the 
story of his arrested develop- 
ment. 

In the summer of his 14th 
year, Jay and his parents left the 
frippery of Grosse Pointe to 
spend a primitive three months 
in the hinterlands of Canada. 
Once there, Laura Rutherford, 
until then a confirmed 
wallflower, fell in love with 
Winger Burns, a local combining 
wit, kindness, sexuality and 
rough edges. Mr. Rutherford was 
summarily sent home and Laura 
and Jay were blissful for the first 
and only time in their lives. 

(Throughout the writing of 
Jay’s autobiography, Pat, whose ~ 
morose matter-of-factness 
makes her a perpetual ‘‘can- 
didate for the fifth head at 
Mount Rushmore,’’ is an 
irrepressible editor. Her major 
concern is that Jay not entitle 
the book Roams, an acronym - 
that she has mistaken for the ac- 
tual title: “You must be more 
specific... it should definitely 
convey something about Winger, 
and your mother, and sex. And 
should be short.” ‘“O.K. How 
about Motherfucker?’ Jay 
hastens to explain Pat’s stony 
exit by confessing that there are 
two words in the English 
language that she “absolutely 
will not sit still for.” The other is 
“cunt.”’) 

After Winger abandons the 
happy menage, Jay’s languid 
deterioration begins, and 
henceforth existence means cop- 
ing, as passively as possible, with 
his mediocrity. (Of course, the 
point is that Jay is not, as he 
puts it, “‘your average swarming 
piss ant’’: on the high school I.Q. 
sheet, “Rutherford weighed in at 
160, and he refused Harvard 
twice.”’) 

Jay’s affliction is a familiar 
syndrome. Besides his mother’s 
post-Winger breakdown, there’s 
the case of his prep school bud- 
dy, Dougie Clark, the dread of 
every schoolchild’s parent, who 
was expelled from school 
because of an indiscretion com- 
mitted with a young lady. Weil 
into middle age, Clark ap- 
prehends that “he had been on 


- the rebound for thirty-five years, 


on the rebound, yes, from Zena’s 
oral facility.” The impact of this 
“rebound” pattern is painfully 
realized at the end of the novel 
with the revelation that Pat, the 
self-righteous, social-drinking 
museum volunteer, the strident 
counterpart of Jay’s comatose 
decadence, had been in her salad 
days something of a feminist 
anomaly. 

Glass’s gems of diction and 
characterization make Reflec-. 
tions on a Mountain Summer an 
almost perfectly wrought 
narrative, though with no real 
pretension to greatness.
